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Looking Back At 1940 


M. B. NICHOLS 


OT only keeping abreast of the pace set in 1939— 
N the program of activity among the Holstein breed- 
ers in the Western States was stepped up, and was 
highly satisfactory. Here are a few of the highlights: 
New Mexico organized a regional association, taking 
in El Pasco County, Texas, which incidentally, is larger 
than several states in the Union. For her first presi- 
dent, the association chose Mr. McCarthy of Las Cruces, 
and Pref. O. C. Cunningham of the New Mexico State 
College as Secretary. This area, in comparison to the 
territory represented, doesn’t have so many Holsteins, 
but they have some good ones, and an enthusiastic group 
of breeders. 

Colorado staged its tenth annual calf sale at Brighton, 

and secured the highest average price since the event 
was started. The week before the sale, a judging school 
was held, taking in breeders and herds from Pueblo to 
Greeley. The president for the year was George Turner 
of Canon City—whose herd has long been around the 400 
pound fat mark. Colorado, with 150 head of Holsteins 
at the State fair, had one of the largest shows in the 
West.The herds in this area continue to make amazing 
herd averages; 400, 450 and 500 pound herd averages 
year after year being quite commonplace. 
_ Utah celebrated the 25th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Nation’s No. 1 Black and White show at Rich- 
mond. For this event 293 head of Holsteins were led 
into the arena—a show that can well take its place among 
any of the country for quantity and quality. A state herd 
Was again sent on the road, showing at Montana, Utah and 
the Pacific International, where they made a highly 
creditable showing. Utah now has more than 100 bulls 
in bull asociations in the state—and are really making 
Progress in breeding the low production out of the cattle 
of this area. Merrill Warnick was president of the Utah 
State Association during 1940. 


Idaho, which has for a great many years had some 
of the choice Holstein cattle and herds in the West, had 
ah extensive expansion program last year. One of the 
most rapididly developing areas in the Western section is 
fear Grace, Idaho, the South- 


The dairy area around Idaho Falls, Rexburg and St. 
Anthony continues to grow in importance and here, as 
is the case at Grace, Preston and several more of the 
Southern Idaho sections, have seen new registered herds 
established. During 1940 a number of herds were 
classified in Idaho, judging schools were held through- 
out the State, and all in all breeders enjoyed a highly 
satisfactory year. 

Idaho is doing a marvelous job in solving the low 
production problem among the poorer herds of the State 
through the use of bull studs. The owner of the stud 
takes the bull to the cow instead of bringing the cow to 
the bull, and those animals which would otherwise be 
mated to scrub sires are having offspring from the best 
blood that is produced in the pure bred herds of Idaho. 
During 1940 more than 6000 cows were bred to fifty 
Holstein bulls. 


Jim Lupton of Nampa served as President of the 
Association during 1940 with G. F. Wohlgamuth con- 
tinuing as Secretary. 

Washington, which has long been recognized as one 
of the great Holstein states along the Pacific Coast, 
again sent a marvelous group of animals to the Western 
Washington Fair and to the Pacific International. Dur- 
ing the year judging schools were held in a great many 
areas of the State and production testing in both the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association and in the Breed 
Association test continued to expand. One of the out- 
standing production records which has been secured by 
a Washington herd was made by the Gallacher Establish- 
ment at Mt. Vernon with a 528 pound Class “‘C’’ herd 
average. This was followed closely by Bob Waugh, 
also of Skagit County, with a 523 pound Class ‘‘C”’ 
average. Carnation continued to set the pace with 1000 
pound fat producers. 


Clark County had its first black and white show 
with an exhibit of 88 animals, a highly successful event, 
which will be duplicated in 1941. The breeders of 
Washington held their first annual auction sale at Mt. 
Vernon, which resulted in a number of new breeders 
starting into the business.

rought to this port. mammoth celebration, featuring 293 Holsteins on parade. The goals were pretty 
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largely realized. Oregon now has a number of herds 
doing herd test and official work. During the year a 
new national record was made by Morningside Hospital 
just East of Portland with the remarkable Class ‘‘B”’ 
average of 683 pounds of butter fat in Herd Test. 

S. B. Hall of Troutdale has completed about a dozen 
Class ‘‘B”’ official records which will average in excess 
of 700 pounds of fat. Mr. Hall was elected a Director 
of the National Association at the June meeting. A. P. 
Ireland of Forest Grove served as President during the 
past 12 months with A. J. Lindow of Portland in the 
office of Secretary. 

Scattered over the vast expanse of territory which 
comprises the State of Montana, a number of Holstein 
herds are writing ‘history. One of the top ranging among 
these herds is J. C. Steiner at Billings, whose herd on 
cow testing and Holstein herd tests last year averaged 
over 590 pounds. Another herd which is rapidly forg- 
ing to the front is the Shoumate Dairy at Helena, 
managed by Mr. R. L. Shoumate and his son, Allen. 
The Shoumate herd, milked twice daily, last year with 
some 50 animals produced 445 pounds of butter fat. 

The herds of Hoffsteters and Jno. Heroz, at Miles 
City, have some splendid blood and this is being dis- 
seminated throughout the State. The Huntley project 
near Billings is continuing its proven sire program, hav- 
ing recently taken a sire from Iowa which, in all likeli- 
hood, will add even greater laurels to the program which 
these folks are carrying. The greatest living tribute to 
their program is the Steiner herd, which was mentioned 
above. 

Up at Great Falls, E. F. Lyman and Son ‘have for a 
great many years carried a good Holstein program. This 
herd on Holstein herd tests has been near the top for the 
State of Montana for several years. Mr. Lyman, in 
addition to his farm and insurance duties, takes an 
active interest in the Montana Milk Control Board, 
He is one of the most highly respected men in agricul- 
ture in the whole state. 

R. L. Erickson, who has been President of the 
Montana Association for a number of years, cut his 
fluid milk business a few years ago in order that he 
could compete with the labor problems. For a year or 
so ‘the had pretty rough going, but things have made a 
decided change for the better for his business. His 
herd is again taking the road toward improvement. 


The Montana State College, with an average around 
450 pounds of butter fat, is again bringing to the front 
some of its high inheritance for butter fat production, 
which is traced down in this herd through its old 
cow “Grace Koniwgen,’’ who many years ago made 
over 1000 pounds of butter fat. 


Another herd which has been built largely on the 
blood of the College, and is now using their Tenckinck 
sire, is J. R. Pasha of Bozeman, whose thherd average in 
1940 was in the 400 pound class. 


Over in the Western part of the State, Wesley Lee 
and his father, of Stevensville, are holding down the fort. 
This was the herd which bred the great old cow ‘‘Bitter- 
root Lady,’’ which Ringling Bros. purchased and put a 
great record on and won the aged cow one year at the 
Pacific International.

J. W. C. Pogue, Owner, Exeter, Calif. 
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California reorganized its State Association in 1940, 
revised its constitution, and had the by-laws incor- 
porated with the State of California. One of the finest 
shows which has ever been held in California was the 
1940 California State Fair, with one of the greatest age 
cow classes which this writer has ever seen. This class 
was headed by Rocky Hills’ Dewdrop, which later on was 
All-American aged cow. 

One of the most successful events which has been 
established in the State for quite some time was the 
judging school held in Stanislaw County, which will be 
continued in 1941. A splendid State meeting picnic 
was staged at the farm of Martin J. Haas, the owner of 
the nation’s highest producing Holstein cow in 1940. 

California has more than 100,000 dairy cattle on 
test and some of the most amazing herd averages of the 
nation continue to be established by the pure bred ‘herds 
of this State. Mark Borrer has been President for the 
past year, and A. J. Quist of Fresno succeeded Jim 
Pogue as Secretary. 

Arizona renewed its State Fair during the year and 
had a very fine exhibit of Holsteins at the new show. 
Grand Champion bull was owned by Jess Elliott of 
Cashion, with the Grand Championship going to Warren 
Quirtz on his aged cow. The Arizona breeders were 
headed during the year by Herbert Gates of Tempe, with 
Jess Elliott of Cashion as Secretary. 

One of the inspiring things which gave an indication 
to the Arizona breeders of the excellence of their top 
Holstein was the get of sire shown in California by the 
Dodge Island Ranch, which was purchased from the 
breeders around Phoenix. This get, the offspring of 
Aqua Fria Pietertje, received All-American nomination. 
The top female in the group placed second at the Cali- 
fornia State Fair, and last year on twice a day milking 
made 786 pounds of butter fat. 


Seldom does one think of the State of Nevada as a 
dairy section. However, around the Newlands project 
at Fallon, dairying is the big thing. Holsteins have held 
sway in this area for many years. During 1940, breed- 
ers of Nevada staged a judging school, inviting Prof. 
G. E. Gordon from California to act as the official judge. 
Mr. Gordon also judged the Nevada State Fair, which 
staged the largest Holstein show in its history. 


The Dodge herd, which was making good prog- 
ress until the death of the two brothers, was dis- 
bursed at Los Angeles during the year. Several new 
A. J. Reed and Oates Bros. continue to make splendid 
herds have been built in the State, and the herds of 
records in Holstein herd tests on twice a day milking. 
A. J. Reed has been President of the State Association 
for the past several years. 


And so we look back on 1940 in these states from 
the Rockies to the Coast with considerable satisfaction 
as the banner year of all time in respect to Holstein 
activity. The National Dairy Show at Treasure Island 
in late 1939 no doubt had something to do with this 
revival of Holstein interest but we give a lot of credit 
to the fine group of men and women—yes, and boys and 
girls, too—who are doing so much to promote the Hol- 
stein idea in these states. We look forward to 1941 
and succeeding years with confidence and high hopes.

Mr. Fanslow 
stated that their Duplicate family had made a three-gen- 
eration average of 919.2 lbs, or four pounds hgher than 
the proclaimed championship group. The third member 
of the Mendocino group, however, had not yet been re- 
ported. Her record appears now in A. R. Report No. 
8, recently published, and we give you here the facts and 
figures on the new champions.

These three generations are only the last half of a 
quite noted six-generation group. The family originated 
in the Baywood Herd of the Lewis Company of San Jose, 
from whom the dam of Aaggie Duplicate, Baywood De- 
Kol Marie 1138131, was purchased. She made a CTA 
record of 826 lbs fat and slightly over 20,000 lbs milk, 
testing 4.0%. She milked only in three quarters, and 
was with the three-time string for seven months, the 
rest on twice-a-day. Her dam, Dominita Korndyke De- 
Kol, was a 31.8-lb butter three-year-old (7 day test), 
and her dam, in turn, was a 31.5-lb butter producer. 

It is interesting to note the marked prepotency of 
this family for high average test. All of them average 
four per cent or above, while the average test of the 
daughters of their sires is only 3.26% for Napstahos Sir 
Aaggie Ormsby, sire of Aaggie Duplicate—3.5% for 45 
records made by daughters of King Triune Supreme 
Ormsby, sire of Duplicate—and 3.32% for the 7 records 
made by daughters of Mendocino Masterpiece, sire of 
Duplicate 2nd. 

Mr. Fanslow states that the extreme dairy conforma- 
tion, good udders and veining, and a pronounced “dish” 
in the face make them all very easily recognized in the 
herd. They all exhibit a great deal of maternal instinct, 
and after freshening it is usually a problem to take the 
calf without being put over the fence. 

It is also worthy of special note that the first and 
third members of the group made their records as junior 
three-year-olds, and both qualified for the ten months 
division. 

Hard luck has hampered the more complete develop- 
ment of the family. The only sister to Duplicate died 
48 a bred heifer with ten others one night in the pasture, 
after lawn cuttings containing prunings from oleander 
bushes was thrown to them. The only sister to Duplicate 
2nd died after being fresh with first calf a few weeks, 
With baling wire in her paunch. 





The only son of Mendocino Duplicate is sired by 
Sleepy Hollow Concola, a son of Miss Colantha Korndyke 
Mead 2nd, the 1002-lb fat foundation cow of the Sleepy 
Hollow three-generation group, and dam of the three 
chief junior sires at Sleepy Hollow. He thus brings to- 
gether the inheritance of the two leading three-gener- 
ation Class B groups. Mendocino Microphone is his 
name, and it may very well become a famous one. Since 
the recent death of King Triune Supreme Ormsby he 
has become the senior herd sire at Mendocino, in heavy 
service on the entire herd. Mr. Fanslow states that his 
oldest calves are now about eight months old and quite 
the best as a group he has ever seen. 

The Mendocino herd is one of California’s greatest 
producing Holstein herds, in fact has been high herd in 
the state on the National Association Honor List for 
the past three years. Besides the _ three-generation 
group featured in this story, another of their great pro- 
ducers is Mendocino Abbekerk Reka, who is a four times 
national champion for fat in Class B, in both the 305-day 
and yearly divisions as a junior three-year-old and again 
as a junior four-year-old, with records up to 1019.2 lbs 
fat as a Class B junior four-year-old. This is one of the 
very few herds to breed and develop two 1000-lb fat 
producers in heifer form in Class B. Their late herd 
sire, King Triune Supreme Ormsby, was one of the best 
proven sires of his generation and a number of his sons 
are carrying on the work which he so well started.

In the State of Arizona, the land 
to which everyone likes to go in the 
Winter, one of the bulls, which is 
having a great deal of influence on 
the Holstein breed, is Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Goldenrod 584585 an eleven 
year old sire. This bull, purchased 
as a calf, is owned by Mission Ranch. 
He has twenty-five daughters which, 
according to Government 305 day 
Class ‘“‘C”’ figures, have averaged 
366 pounds of butter fat, 30 pounds 
more than was obtained by their 
dams. He is a son of the great show 
bull Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld. 
Goldenrod, as he is known in Ari- 
zona, was mated to Mission’s 1085 
pound Class “B” fat producer Janie 
Aaggie Leucke on three different oc- 
casions and from this has come a 
daughter with over 700 pounds of 
fat, and the two outstanding herd 
sires known as “Pep” and ‘“‘Competi- 
tor’’. Competitor’s daughters are 
now producing with their second 
calves and are traditionally known 
as ‘“‘milking fools.’’ One has 702 
pounds of butter fat as a two year 
old and several more are in the 600 
pound class. Unfortunately, Com- 
petitor died a short time ago. 

Jess Elliott, now residing at Cash- 
ion, Arizona, has been one of the 
great pure bred breeders of the west. 
Elliott’s most noted herd sire was 
the old ‘‘Pat’’ bull, or Ormsby Pat- 
riarch, a son of Forum Patriarch. 
To follow up on this outstanding 
sire, Elliott has cast his lot with Pete 
Moore of Colony Farms. The oldest 
of his Colony bulls is Colony Koba 
Netherland. Seven of this bull’s 
daughters have now finished rec- 
ords with their second calves and 
each have produced on twice a day— 
im excess of 400 pounds of butter 
fat. By the end of Spring more than 


thirteen daughters of this bull will 
have first and second calve records 
averaging approximately 365 pounds 
Considering the fact that before Mr. 
Elliott moved to Cashion from Tempe 
his feed conditions were very poor,

this bull not only is giving very sat- 
isfactory results at the pail, but the 
daughters have splendid type and ex- 
ceptionally good udders. Quoting 
Jess,—he states that he has never 
owned a sire which could do a better 
job of fixing rumps than has this 
bull. He is seven years of age and 
is owned by a neighbor, Mr. John 
Butler. 

In the Mormon State of Utah, the 
Utah State Industrial School in 1930 
purchased Wisconsin Pinky out of 
the show herd of the Wisconsin State 
Board of Control who was at that 
time making a show circuit to the 
Pacific Inernational at Portland. 
Wisconsin Pinky died three or four 
months ago, after having left a great 
group of sons and daughters in Utah. 
To follow on the daughters of this 
bull, Bill Walker and Mr. Childs of 
the School selected, with the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Householder, Wis- 
consin Admiral Burke Lad. This 
bull has just recently been designated 
a Silver Medal Sire by the National 
Association and within a short time 
will qualify as a Gold Medal Sire— 
this even though he is just now ap- 
proaching seven years of age. Mr. 
Walker states that not one daughter 
of this bull has been inferior to her 
dam. One senior yearling daughter 
was Honorable Mention for All- 
American Honors, this after having 
been Junior Champion at a number 
of Western shows and at the Pacific 
International. Several sons are out- 
standing show bulls and are like- 
wise siring the splendid dairy type 
and strong rumps that seem to be so 
pre-potent in ‘‘Burke.”’ 


A son of Wisconsin Pinky was 
used by Bob Webb of Lehigh. This 
bull has been largely responsible for 
a splendid herd average Webb has 
obtained this past year. Also, a 
number of the daughters of this bull 
went into the Merrill Warnick herd 
at Pleasant Grove, where they have 
produced upward of 500 pounds of 
butter fat. He is being used in a 


Bull Association near Heber, Utah. 

Another outstanding son of Pinky 
is owned in one of the Bull Blocks 
at Circleville, Utah and was formerly 
used in the J. R. Westwood herd, 
He left a splendid group of offspring, 
The Westwood herd has been ranging 
near the 400 pound fat mark for 
the past several years, fed very little 
grain, but having a bountiful supply 
of alfalfa hay, which seems to carry 
an extra large amount of protein in 
this area. 

Another son of Wisconsin Pinky 
being used in a Bull Block near Tre- 
monton was formerly owned and 
shown for a number of years by the 
Robson Brothers of Plains City, 
This bull has a number of splendid 
daughters producing in the Robson 
herd. They, too, carry the character- 
istic Pink udders and, as Ralph 
states, have a very acceptable pro- 
duction. 

In all likelihood, Utah’s most 
noted producer was Sarah Ann Dup- 
licate, All-American aged cow in 
1925. Mr. Potter bred this cow to 
his Denver Prince Creamelle sire and 
from this mating secured a son. 
This son has a fine lot of daughters 
in Utah and is now being used ina 
Bull Block near Richfield. 


One of the outstanding herd sires 
in the Western country is now owned 
by Henry Lloyd and BE. F. Zeigler of 
Grace, Idaho. This seven year old 
bull was formerly used in the C. Z. 
Harris & Son herd at Richmond. He 
is a son of Matador Segis Ormsby 
and out of a daughter of Carnation 
Prince. On his five daughter-dam 
comparisons he has upped the pro- 
duction from 385 pounds to 470 
pounds. The Harris herd averaged 
420 pounds of butter fat in the local 
Cow Testing Association this past 
year. Mr. Harris was one of the men 
who used the great herd sire Mara- 
thon Bess Burke 25th.

Plowman Brothers of Smithfield. 
This bull has eleven daughters which 
averaged 428 pounds of butter fat 
Class ‘‘C’’ 305 day maturity as com- 
pared to a 412 pound average ob- 
tained by the dams. This herd, 
which last year averaged 425 pounds 
putter fat milked twice daily, has 
some splendid type. They are enter- 
ing their herd on Holstein herd tests. 

A herd sire, which did a marvel- 
ous job in putting the Weiser Voca- 
tional School back into the Holstein 
limelight, was Sleepy Hollow Sir Pa- 
poose Princess, known in the Idaho 
country as ‘“‘Soup.’”’ He is now owned 
by the Utah State Agriculture Col- 
lege. One of his daughters, which 
will be remembered, was third prize 
three year old at the National Dairy 
show. This same animal as a four 
year old produced in excess of 650 
pounds of butterfat, and a num- 
ber of others have made splendid 
show and production records in the 
N.Y.A. and Mikkelson herds at Wei- 
ser.

One of the most sensational rec- 
ords that is being established by a 
Western bull is that of Carnation 
Cardinal, a son of Sir Inka May that 
was used in the F. J. and Ross Gor- 
don herd at Smithfield and now in 
use in the Greenwood herd at Sandy, 
Utah. One of this bull’s daughters, 
milked mostly three times a day, has 
finished a record in excess of 650 
pounds as a 2 year old, and the 
herd, which averaged 398 pounds of 
butter fat in 1939 before many of 
the daughters of this bull came into 
production, has averaged fer the 
lat ten months—-48 pounds of fat. 


The State of Wyoming, primarily 
a beef and sheep country, has a:ong 
its Southern border some fine dairy 
herds. One of the outstanding of 
these is the Wyoming Herford 
Ranch at Cheyenne. One of the 
reasons for the excellence of the Hol- 
stein at this establishment has been 
the influence which Inka May Com- 
mander is exerting. The daughters 
of this bull show a material increase 
it comparison with their dams and 
have largely been responsible for 
the average during the past four 
years above 450 pounds of butter 
fat.

This herd has for a great many 
years had marvelous production. One 
of the herd sires, which died after 
light use, was Carnation Hiske 
Homestead, a son of North Star Joe 
. nestead. This bull was mated to 
ter vo Pound three-year-old daugh- 
Metre Mountain Maid Ruth Battels 
os J€ and from this service a son 
‘sulted. This son is now in use in 
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the Pearl Massey herd at Gooding, 
Idaho. The daughters of this bull 
are producing with their first and 
second calves in the Allison herd 
are proving to be very acceptable. 
Idaho is doing a marvelous job in 
attacking the low production prob- 
lem of the small herds, which Gov- 
ernment figures show to be among 
the poorest dairy cows of the Na- 
tion, and they are doing this through 
the use of bull studs.

given a great boom and impetus to 
the pure bred industry. 

A number of outstanding herd 
sires are producing some great off- 
spring in the Gem State. Among 
these is Colony Flood Sir Romeo, 
better known as the Pete bull, in the 
L. J. Tenckinck herd at Twin Falls. 
These heifers were not overly high 
with their first calves, but are com- 
ing back with their second offspring 
and are really “filling the bucket.” 
Seldom does one see a bull with a 
better rump than this animal. He 
is transmitting his smoothness and 
the good udders of his ancestors to 
his daughters. 

Another son of Sir Romeo Mil- 
dred Colantha Sixth which has done 
a good job is the Grebegga bull 
owned by Albert Jagels of Buhl. 
Mr. Jagels’ herd secured its highest 
production mark last year with a 
418 pound average Class ‘‘C’’ Hol- 
stein herd test which, together with 
a classification average above eighty 
points, rewarded him with a Pro- 
gressive Breeders’ Certificate. 

One of the early herd sires which 
was used by Mr. Tenckinck was 
Colony Koba McKinley Tenth. This 
outstanding herd sire was mated to 
a fine brood cow in the Tenckinck 
herd, a daughter of Gem State Co- 
lantha Fobes and from this mating 
came what is known in Idaho as the 
“Charlie Bull.’’ This herd sire was 
used by Chas. Hager of Rupert. The 
Hager herd consists almost entirely 
of daughters of this bull and last 


year the average was near the 450 
pound mark. Mr. Haeger has re- 
cently been given a_ Progressive 


Breeders Certificate by the National 
Association. This bull was pur- 
chased from Mr. Hager by the Indian 
Service and is now being used in Mr. 
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Tenckinck’s herd. To follow on the 
daughters of the “Charlie Bull’, Mr. 
Hager secured a son of Louie’s Pete 
bull. This sire has a few daughters 
milking, and has recently been sold 
to a Bull Stud near Idaho Falls. 

Another son of Tenckinck’s Pete 
bull which gives promise of being an 
outstanding herd sire has been used 
in the Hans Sorenson establishment 
at Pocatello. This bull has only 
three daughters milking. They 
carry splendid type and beautiful 
udders and so far the production has 
been quite satisfactory. The dam of 
the Sorenson bull was the “Tiny” 
cow in the Tenckinck herd, an ani- 
mal weighing about 1,700 pounds 
when she was four years old, which, 
Cliff Conklin of the Ayrshire Breed- 
ers Association, when this writer 
took him to the Tenckinck herd 
three years ago, stated was one of 
the great dairy cows that he had 
seen. 

Grace, Idaho, which is one of the 
most rapidly developing dairy sec- 
tions of the West, has shipped in a 
great many animals from Wisconsin 
during the past five years. One of 
the sires which was brought in 
among these shipments was King 
Cornflower Belle 728132, an inbred 
son of Mtn. Ash Neeltje General 
603459. This white bull is siring 
some splendid type, and the five 
daughters, which Mr. Toone now 
has, are making good records, ac- 
cording to the local cow tester. This 
bull, six years of age, is now owned 
by five of Mr. Toone’s neighbors. 

A good producing herd in the 
Eastern part of Idaho is owned by 
Silas Spaulding of Rexburg. The 
herd sire, Sir Inka May 37, which 
he used and which has a 75-pound 
fat increase of the daughters over 
dams, is now being used by Chas. 
Weeding of Blackfoot. This bull has 
some marvelous daughters in the 
Spaulding herd which attained an 
average of 415 pounds of butterfat 
last year. 

One of the outstanding sires being 
used in the Boise Valley is Sir Gov- 
ernor Inka in the Fred Eggers herd 
at Meridian. Mr. Eggers has been 
running a full string of these heifers 
on Class ‘“‘C”’ official test. This past 
year they have ranged from 500 to 
well over 600 pounds of butterfat, 
this under strictly farm conditions. 
This bull is a full brother to the S. 
B. Hall bull, which was discussed in 
a previous issue. 

A son of the Eggers bull, which 
bids to outdo his sire, is being used 
jointly by Eggers and Mrs. Pearl 
Strait. This bull was formerly used 
by Roy Shutwell of Boise, where he 
left a splendid group of daughters 
that have averaged above 40 pounds 
of butterfat for the past several 
months. The daughters of this bull 
could step into almost any strong 
show in the country and be an asset 
to the exhibit. 

Some time ago Oscar Tretsven of 
Montana State College selected a son 
of L. J. Tenckinck’s Martha cow. 
This cow, also the dam of Tiny 
which was mentioned before, is one 
of the outstanding brood cows in the 


southern part of Idaho. The sire of 
Mr. Tenckinck’s bull was a_ full

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Dairy Economics 
Against Milk Production Control 


By E. G. 


IDING on a train in England, I said to an elderly 
R Englishman, ‘‘The ups with us are the downs with 

you.”’ ‘‘Yes’’ he replied, ‘‘and thus we have the 
‘Upson Downs.’ ” England certainly is having her ups 
and downs now. But so do cattle numbers, and as a 
consequence come the ups and downs of agitation for 
milk production control. 

Ten or more years ago, when dairy cow pumbers were 
at or near the trough of the cycle, thought was toward 
extending the Milk Shed.* Today, when cattle numbers 
are getting high again, there is agitation for some sort 
of a regimented control of milk production.** It seems 
that the conception of regulation of the farmer’s busi- 
ness by remote control is creeping over many administra- 
tive minds, always to be expected as less resident to the 
dictatorship philosophy than those whose pocketbooks 
it affects. 

Because the annual production of milk is dependent 
primarily on the number of dairy cows and the amount 
of grain fed, as shown in the last article in this series, 
it is natural to expect the most activity on the part of 
would be milk-production-regulators when cow numbers 
are relatively high. Another reason for the agitation is 
the belief on the part of many persons that the trouble 
with agriculture financially is ‘‘surpluses,’’ not the 
uncontrolled price level nor high costs of distribution, 
and that the way to boost low agricultural income is to 
attempt to control the production of farm products. 
The facts are that, so far as the State of New York is 
concerned, neither number of cows nor milk plant re- 
ceipts are increasing any faster than population. It is 
inconceivable that an increase in the supply of agricul- 
tural products on the markets is responsible for the dis- 
astrously low prices that producers receive for many 
farm products. 

The principal reason for low prices for agricultural 
products, is that the drastic decline in 1929 in the 
world price ‘evel of things that people buy was not 
followed by a corresponding decline in costs of distribu- 
tion; thus the lowered prices paid by consumers were 
forced back directly to producers. The impact of the 
drop in the general price level was first and heaviest on 
prices paid to farmers, which are always flexible, and 
which crushed under the drop. When the price level 
went down, wages and other costs of distribution which 
are relatively inflexible did not decline proportionately. 
The result was that producers of farm products had to 
accept this situation or quit, yet prices in many lines 
of agricultural production are still unprofitably low. 
The only way for milk producers to improve their prices 
relative to the general price level is to set the prices at 
which they will sell,—easier said than done. 

Some producers really believe that production should 
be controlled for absolutely no other reason than the 
fact that their income has been low and they feel that 
it can be no worse whatever the arrangement. Other 
producers feel that an attempt to regulate the milk 
production of individual farmers would never be as hot 
as it is cooked. Still others fully realize that when 
milk sells for only about $2 a hundred in the winter 
months, as this year in the big New York Shed, pro- 
duction is not going to be shifted very rapidly from 
summer to winter because milk can not be produced at 
$2.00 in winter at going wages in the Northeast. 

Jobs of control 

Curtailment of the milk production means either the 
reduction of the total production of milk or the shifting 
of more of the production away from the spring to the 
fall of the year or both, depending upon how the control 
Napoleons feel at the moment. 

Argument for justification of attempted milk pro- 
duction control premises that either there is too much 
milk produced in the country, or that too much of it 
is produced in the winter. Since the annual milk sup- 
ply is dependent primarily on number of cows, and the

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monthly supply is dependent largely on when they calve 
and on the weather, the primary job of a production 
control program then would be to regulate the number 
of cows; first to keep them from going so much in cycles, 
and then to decide when they would calve. If the 
objective were only to bring about a more uniform 
number of dairy cows on farms, this would be expected 
to have no effect on the average annual total milk 
supply in the long run; it would only smooth out the 
yearly fluctuations in supply. Control would have to 
see that the heifers raised were enough so that more 
cows appeared year after year to keep up with the in- 
creased demand for milk because of more people and 
so on. The scheme would have to be national in scope 
to keep the price of beef uniform so that there would be 
a uniform annual temptation for dairymen to cull out 
old dairy cows and sell them for beef, and ‘‘round and 
round she goes’’ with apologies to Major Bowes. 

The second job of production control would be to 
regulate the seasonality of production in accordance 
with the demands of the market for fluid milk and 
cream, maintaining necessary margins to secure a suf- 
ficient supply under a maximum divergence of produc- 
tion away from the normal, because of weather and other 
factors. But to regulate the numbers of cows and the 
seasonality of their freshening would not be sufficient 
to regulate monthly production. Production control 
would have to regulate the quality of the pasture, the 
amount and quality of roughage available for barn feed- 
ing, and the liberality with which concentrates are fed 
to do this part of the job effectively, because all of 
these have to do with production in a given month. A 
brave but stupid thought. 

Production control unsound 

Dean Emeritus Eugene Davenport of the Illinois 
College of Agriculture, in an article in the Rural New 
Yorker on ‘‘The Fallacy of the A.A.A.”’ states “Briefly, 
the A.A.A. is at variance, first, with the facts of the 
situation, second, with the principles and practices of 
good farming, third, with second economics, and fourth, 
with that degree of personal responsibility on which self 
government must rest if it is to endure.”’ 

For the four years 1934-37, the net imports in the 
United States averaged 5.2 thousand tons of butter and 
26.8 thousand tons of cheese annually. In Novemmber, 
1940, in the New York Metropolitan Market, only 16 per 
cent of the milk was not used in the fluid milk and cream 
classes. So long as the country as a whole is a net 
importer of dairy products, and so long as the margin 
of safety in the critical months is as close as 16 per 
cent, the conclusion that either too much milk is pro- 
duced in the U. S. or that too much is produced in the 
critical month can not be justified. All of our dairy 
products are consumed additional amounts are imported; 
oleo is used, and if we had more dairy products they 
would be consumed. The truthful challenge is that 
there is not enough butter, cheese, canned and fresh 
milk, to supply the optimum needs of our people, not 
that we are using, and therefore, producing too much. 
On top of this there has been a serious shortage of butter 
in countries like Germany for some time. There 1s 4 
world shortage of dairy products. One can harly re 
concile the idea of the desirability of stimulating the 
consumption of dairy products be it for the health of 
the people or the pocketbooks of the producers with the 
argument that production should be curtailed with 0 
without government subsidy. 

Costs go on a 

The basic economic argument for control of milk 
production is that producers would receive as much - 
more money for less product. Attempts to have more by 
producing less generally meet with disappointment in 
the long run. They look glamorous at the time, but 
in the end they discredit the philosophy under which 
they were initiated, and plague the reputation of those 
who sponsored them. 

The assumption back of this analogy is that when the 
dairyman stops production he stops costs. Nothing coul 
be further from the truth. The greatest single item ot 
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cost in the production of milk is labor of the operator 
and his family. Even with two man dairies of twenty- 
five cows, less than one-fourth of the direct labor for 
cows is hired. The labor in producing the hay, the 
silage and the home grown grain, as well as that of 
earing for the herd is mostly family labor. In the 
Northeastern dairy belt success at farming depends 
largely on the keeping of a large number of cows per 
acre farmed. There is always a class of encumbered 
farmers struggling toward this goal. To depend on a 
paternalistic government or some ill-informed agency to 
tell them how fast they can carry on the struggle would 
result in neither private nor public benefit. One of the 
most difficult phases of dairy farm management is to get 
together sufficient capital to give the family a full-time 
job; on the majority of farms, the business is too small 
todo so. Attempts at reducing the total supply of milk 
simply aggravate this struggle for families trying to get 
an efficient farm business together. Taxes, interest, 
building insurance and upkeep, fence upkeep, as well 
as the family time, all go on even tho there are no cows 
to give milk or the cows give no milk. The first fallacy 
of control, therefore, would be that it would not stop 
important costs. 


Efficient producers can and will increase the size 
of their businesses to even greater efficiency. This is 
economically sound, because those who produce cheaply 
keep the cost of the product down to the consumer. 
Production control would also discourage and restrict 
the endeavors of the most efficient producers. Neither 
would result in benefit to society nor to the individual 
producer. 

Dairy cows use pasture and roughage best 

Professor Roberts said ‘If you have enough pasture 
for 10 cows, keep 20. You will get almost as much 
milk and have more cows.”’ But, there are few dairymen 
so badly out of adjustment in the ratio of cows to pasture 
that they would realize more from the rest of the cows 
by keeping fewer cows on their pasture. 


A dairy cow uses about 2 tons of hay, four tons of 
silage, and more than a ton of grain a year, and re- 
quires three acres of ordinary pasture in market milk 
areas. If milk production were to be curtailed by re- 
duction of the number of cows, for every cow eliminated 
there would be the pasturage from three acres, the pro- 
duct from one to one and a half acres of hay land and 
from another half acre or more of corn and oat land 
to be used in some other way. Neither the pasture, 
hay, corn nor oat land would be used as efficiently in 
other ways as by dairy cows. The use of land primarily 
adapted to forage production, as is much of it on dairy 
farms, for other kinds of crops or livestock would be 
less profitable than if the roughage were fed to dairy 
cattle in most of the Northeastern dairy belt. 


Since little in the way of cash expenditure is com- 
bined with pasture and family labor in producing much 
of the milk supply, many farmers would shift to spring 
freshening and low cost feeding and keep their cows a 
long time under a less intensive system before they would 
consider selling them. Production control, therefore, 
would have a hard job getting farmers to reduce cow 
humbers. 


The average price might be higher 

If you stop the production of some of the milk that 
goes into fresh milk or butter, or into cheese or eva- 
porated milk, these products certainly would go higher 
in price to the consumer. But many people who use 
dairy products live in areas of the United States not 
adapted to the production of such products. Restric- 
uon of production certainly would not make it easier 
for these people, nor even for others, to buy butter, 
canned milk, fresh milk or other dairy products. Also, 
the under-privileged classes in dairy areas would have 
to pay more for their dairy preducts if production were 
restricted. The average price received by the producer 
might be higher, but 


His total income would be less 

If higher prices to producers should result from 
restriction of production it does not mean necessarily 
that the producer would receive a higher gross or higher 
het income for the efforts of his family. The reduction 
in the quantity sold, even at a higher price would re- 
duce the producer’s income more than it would reduce 
his actual cash outlays. 


In order to illustrate the reduction in the total in- 
Come that would result from eliminating the 20 per cent 
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of the milk supply that brings the lowest price, we 


may assume the following data:

With 60 per cent of the milk bringing $3.00 a 
hundred, 20 per cent bringing $2.00 and the remaining 
20 per cent bringing $1 a hundred, the average price 
would be $2.40 per 100 pounds; the total units of income 
240. If the 20 per cent of the supply which brought 
$1.00 a hundred were eliminated, the total units of 
value would be reduced to 220, or by 8 per cent, but 
the average price would be raised to $2.75 per 100 
pounds, or 35 cents more than the average of all milk. 
Eliminating the cheapest 20 per cent of the milk would 
result in an average price 35 cents higher per 100 
pounds. But it would lower the total gross income 20 
cents a hundred pounds based on all of the milk, or 25 
cents a hundred based on the remaining 80 per cent of 
the milk. Obviously, the vital question that concerns 
the producer is whether.costs equal to the reduction in 
the gross income would be saved to him by reducing his 
total output. There are many reasons for believing that 
his expenses would not be reduced as much as his in- 
come. Elimination of 20 per cent of the supply in each 
month would not only result in a shortage in the fall 
months, but 


Production costs would increase 

The reduction of any appreciable percentage of the 
total supply of milk in large markets like the New York 
Metropolitan would surely result in a fall milk shortage 
unless the seasonality of production of the remainder 
were shifted at the same time. More fall production 
would increase farm costs of production and make a 
higher price necessary, which farmers would have a 
tough time getting. Producers need to be on guard 
against agreeing to cut total supply, and shift to a more 
expensive system of production. Fall and winter milk 
prices will need to be higher than they have been in 
recent years to justify important changes in these 
respects. 


There is no economic justification that each producer 
should attempt to, and certainly not be forced to, ad- 
just his production to the kind of seasonal distribution 
nor to the total supply desired by milk and cream 
distributors. Dealers have always dropped patrons, or 
dropped prices, and manfactured milk, or all three if 
they had more milk than they wanted for the fluid milk 
and cream trade, and have always looked up patrons 
and/or raised prices when they needed more milk. 
Every year dairymen quit and others commence busi- 
ness. There are normal practices and adjustments in 
the production end of the industry. 


The facilities for manufacturing milk in the fluid 
markets will always have to be provided either by the 
non-farmer purchaser of the milk or by the farmers 
themselves through their own plants. There is no valid 
reason, from the standpoint of the consumer or of the 
dealer why these shock absorbing facilities should be 
eliminated from the largely fluid milk sheds. As a 
condition contingent upon the economic advantage to 
the industry of having an assured winter season supply 
of fluid milk and cream, there has always been, and 
probably will continue to be some milk to go into 
manufactured products. Under the classified price plan, 
the prices paid for milk used for manufactured dairy 
products in the fall months, as well as in other months 
of the year, are so determined by the Federal and 
State Orders that the purchasers of the milk are pro- 
tected from paying more for milk so used than they 
can realize from manufactured products. For a large 
market like the New York Shed which has to reach 
out many miles for its supply, adjustment of production 
seasonally and in total is most economically and most 
effectively brought about by allowing price stimuli to 
encourage individual producers to make their own pro- 
duction adjustments according to their own debt situa- 
tions.

At What Age Do You Prefer to Breed Heifers? Discuss Reasons. 


(Answers by Members of Advisory Committee) 


Mark H. Keeney, Essex County Hospital: 


when they will be most needed to maintain a uni- 

form milk supply for our hospital. We do not 
aim to have any of them freshen under 24 months of 
age, neither do we desire to have them carried beyond 
the age of 30 months before calving. Within this six 
month range we breed them to freshen as we may need 
them. 

Heifers calving under 24 months of age do not have 
the physical development desired for first calf heifers. 
Heifers carrying beyond 30 months may become coarse 
and heavy and some of them will straighten out into nice 
type dairy cows while others of them may retain some 
of this coarseness throughout their life. Certainly 26 
months is high preferable to 36 months as freshening 
date for first calf. The ten months interval while one 
heifer is producing milk and the other just eating feed 
gives a 26 month heifer a head start in production and 
profits which the 36-month-old heifer may never be able 
to equal. 


W« breed our heifers primarily to have them freshen 


Ken Monson, Hawthorn Farms: 


If the heifer is properly grown and healthy, I believe 
in breeding them when they are 17 months old. How- 
ever, if they have show possibilities, I ignore age and 
breed them so that they will freshen at a time to best 
fill their class, or if I wish to run them on test, I would 
hold them over so that they will freshen after the heat 
of summer and flies have passed. 


G. A. Burdick, Lauxmont Farms: 


In general, we prefer to bred well-grown and de- 
veloped heifers at 15 to 18 months of age, which brings 
them to calve at 24 to 27 months of age. 


If breeding is withheld until the heifers are 24 to 30 
months old, they have a tendency to be hard to get in 
calf in later years. Further, several months are lost in 
production stage. Of course, there are exceptional cases 
where development is slow, and then it may be well to 
breed at ages a little older. 


Wm. E. Reed, Winterthur Farms: 

We breed heifers the first time at 17 to 18 months of 
age. This brings them fresh fresh at 26 to 27 months of 
age provided conception results from the first service. 

The heifer gets two or three months growth and de- 
velopment over what would result from service to bring 
her fresh at 24 months, which we think well worth while, 
and still allows leeway for additional services so she 
will calve as a junior 2-year-old. We do not like to have 
them freshen after 30 months believing the most possible 
will be returned in production if the heifers freshen 
regularly at 2-3-and 4 years of age. Particularly, as in 
our case we run every milking animal on 365 day test 
each lactation. 


John Last, Milford Meadows Stock Farm: 


We like to have our heifers freshen at about 2% years 
of age. JI consider size very important in a dairy ani- 
mal and that is why I like to have them freshening at 
that age. 

We try to avoid having heifers freshening in mid- 
summer for it does not give them a fair opportunity for 
their first lactation if they freshen when the weather is 
hot and the flies bad. So there are always some that are 
bred to freshen in spring which may be just a month 
bast two years. 


We also take into consideration the size of the heifer 
a8 to the age she is bred, the smaller ones allowed to go 
Unbred until they have more development. 


I would not worry about any tendency towards beefi- 
less which may appear in a heifer as she gets older, if 
she has not freshened yet. I have found that the heifer 
that really has the ability to produce will soon lose that 
beefiness as she starts milking, and the one that does not, 
Would not be any good anyway. 





Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 


We prefer to breed our heifers at 15 or 16 months of 
age ordinarily. However, as they all go on test when 
fresh we like to have them freshen from August to Feb- 
ruary or March, at least not in the late spring or sum- 
mer and we alter our rule to meet this wish. Also in 
the case of any animal small for her age we give her the 
the advantage of more months’ growth before breeding. 


Experiment stations have proven that heifers freshen- 
ing at 24 to 30 months of age are more profitable during 
their lifetime of milk and calf production than those in 
which breeding is delayed longer. 


Herb A. Miller, Ionia State Hospital: 


We believe that size is somewhat dependent upon 
the time heifers should be bred. Our theory has always 
been that the first prerequisite of an outstanding pro- 
ducing cow is size. I do not mean by this that the cow 
must weigh a ton to be a good producer but that she 
must have reached maturity and somewhere near aver- 
age size to be capable of taking care of necessary feed 
consumption if she is to milk in the higher brackets for 
any length of time. 

It has been our experience that most heifers will 
begin to reach some stage of maturity and development 
at about 28 to 30 months of age. Some heifers are more 
growthy and mature a little more rapidly and may be 
bred to freshen around 26 or 28 months of age. Others 
Should not be bred to freshen much prior to 3 years old. 
This type of animal is usually a long-legged, loose- 
coupled individual and naturally slow maturing 

We like to have all our heifers fresh before they are 
three years of age believing that shortly after that time 
they become rather staggy in appearance, round, rather 


than angular and we have always had a feeling spoiled 
for milch cows. 


Hugh Morrill, The Eller Farm: 


We like to breed our yearling heifers from seventeen 
to nineteen months of age due to the fact that you are 
less likely to have breeding troubles and if they are well 
grown up to this age it doesn’t seem to stunt their 
growth and they will come into production and pay their 
way much sooner than they would if bred at later dates. 
We also feel that it develops body, udder, veining and 
better turned cow throughout.

N our Round Table section this week and last appear

with informative data on the results they feel they are 
accomplishing in Bang’s disease control, to various de- 
grees of sarcasm, abuse, imputation of evil motives, and 
with mixed proverbs, threats of dire reprisal. We are 
glad to give the space required for their publication so 
that any unintended injustice in our original remarks 
may be fully corrected. 

We could wish that the puzzlement of large numbers 
of our breeders over the Bang’s problem could be as 
easily dispelled. Unfortunately, the men who are most 
vitally concerned—the herd owners— do not find it as 
simple a matter as some of these siatemenis of results 
would indicate. 

And that is why Dr. Mohler’s statement on calf 
vaccination last December was received so eagerly by 
herd owners throughout the whole length and breadth 
of this land—and why it was hailed as a message of 
hope and promise to live stock men so many of whom had 
met with discouragements under the test-and-slaughter 
method of Bang’s control. 

And that is why, may we further respectfully suggest, 
herd owners are going to become increasingly insistent 
that officials of our important breeding states, give more 
than lip-service to the cause of calf vaccination and not 
treat it as an unwanted step-child, but set up programs 
for its practical use under proper supervision and regu- 
lation which will be in line with its proved merit, when 
properly employed, as a means of controlling Bang’s 
disease.

ULAND WEBSTER LEE, 74, passed away on March 
N 6 at the family farm home at New London, Ohio. 

Mr. Lee was serving as president of the Ohio Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, having been re-elected at the 
annual meeting in January, and was widely known 
throughout the Holstein industry. He had been in poor 
health for some time especially during the past year, but 
had continued to get out and busy himself with the Hol- 
steins right up until near the end. 


Mr. Lee was born

' sim : ship, Ohio. July 7, 
, ‘* 1866, the son of 
John and Sarah 
Lee, he being the 
youngest son in a 
family of five. At 
the age of 19, he 
left the farm to 
work with a con- 
struction firm, con- 
tinuing with them 
for ten years. At 
the outset of this 
work, he began in- 
vesting his savings 
in farm land, pur- 
chasing while still 
only a 19-year-old, 
a 20-acre tract in 
Huron County that 
is a part of the 
present Lee home- 
stead. All during 
his active and in- 
teresting career in 
t h e construction 
business, his old love of the farm continued, and in 1897 
he returned to the farm as a life business on the present 
property which he had been accumulating. In 1891, he 
married Rose M. Twaddle, also of Clarksfield Township, 
and to them two sons were born, Ira W., who has long 
been associated with his father in the firm of N. W. Lee 
and Son, and Harry R., of Wellington, Ohio. He early 
took up the breeding of pure bred Holstein cattle, and 
the Lee herd has long been recognized as outstanding. 
Mr. Lee also found time to devote to the broader prob- 
lems of the Holstein industry, having been a director of 
the Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association since its organiza- 
tion, in addition to serving several terms as its presi- 
dent. He was usually a delegate to the National Asso- 
ciation conventions. He was also interested in and 
served for 22 years on the board of directors of the 
Dairymen’s Milk Company of Cleveland. In 1924, he 
was elected to the office of County Commissioner of 
Huron County, serving eight years in that capacity. In 
1927, he was honored by selection as a ‘“‘Master Farmer” 
of Ohio. 


Mr. Lee was a devout and faithful member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and his life was in harmony 
with his faith. In the words of his local paper, ‘“‘The 
fineness of his qualities are a challenge to those of us 
he leaves in passing, and brace our steps for the future.” 

Surviving are his widow, devoted helpmate for the 
past 49 years, and the two sons with their families. The 
sympathy of a wide circle of friends will go out to them.

“Friends number in high figures are and will be 
saddened to learn of the passing of N. W. Lee of New 
London, Ohio. He has always been active in our State 
Ohio Holstein Association either as a director or an 
officer.

He had lived on Old Mill 
Farm for the past 15 years, and had a great love for Hol- 
stein cattle, which he started breeding in 1922. His son, 
Carl, was associated with him in the direction of the Old 
Mill farm and herd. Surviving also are his widow, with 
whom he celebrated his Golden Wedding anniversary in 
1933, two daughters and another son, Paul.

It shows All American Rocky 
Hill Dewdrop Burke in her home surroundings amidst 
the orange groves of Rocky Hill Farms, Exeter, Calif.

1939 she flashed before the public as Grand Champion of 
the National Dairy Show at Treasure Island. She was 
later the unanimous choice for All-American 4-year-old. 
This past season she was Grand Champion at California 
State Fair and was chosen by the All-American jury as 
All-American Aged Cow of 1940. In all the years since 
1922, when the All-American awards were instituted, 
only four other All-American 4-year-olds have come back 
to win the honor in the full aged class. These were 
Triune Papoose Piebe, Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur, 
Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d and Sally Francy. 
So Dewdrop steps out into still more exciusive company. 
From her recent picture, the prediction we have heard 
has an element of reasonableness that she may be the 
cow to beat in 1941. 


Selection of ‘ther picture as the cover picture for this 
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Western Issue is of particular significance from the fact 
that she is the No. 1 entry in the Western Holstein 
Classic to be held Apr. 20-21 in the Cow Palace at San 
Francisco. When the idea of this sale was first taking 
form, not all of the western breeders had caught the 
vision of a sale that would really represent ‘‘the Best of 
the West’. Jim Pogue’s sportmanship in standing on 
his promise to give the sale the pick of Rocky Hill, even 
when the choice landed on Dewdrop herself, probably 
did more than any one thing could have done to set the 
quality pace that thas prevailed way down the line in the 
entries for this sale.

BANGS TESTING IN MICHIGAN 
Editor, Holstein Friesian World: 


An article appearing on the editorial pages of the 
“Holstein Friesian World’ of the February 15, 1941 
issue entitled (Puzzling Figures) contains a reference to 
Bang’s disease control in Michigan conducted by our de- 
partment in cooperation with the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry. A question is inferred that someone closer to 


the facts behind the figures quoted might explain what 
they mean. 


Permit me to take this opportunity to briefly furnish 
some information in ration to the Bang’s disease situa- 
tion in Michigan and some facts behind the figures re- 
lating to the state and federal Bang’s disease work 
which possibly might be of interest to yourself and sub- 
scribers. A wide-spread interest and requests from 
breeders for establishing a program to combat and con- 
trol this disease began a considerable time before the 
inauguration of the state and federal project. Large 
numbers of herd owners were regularly and consistently 
testing their herds and up to the present time are still 
continuing to do so. At the present time between 9,000 
and 10,000 blood samples per month are tested at the 
state laboratory for individual herd owners, they as- 
suming the expense. 


A program of state accreditation of Bang’s disease 
free herds preceded the cooperative work by three years. 
Embracing this program is optional with the owner who 
assumes the expense of the test. Approximately 2,500 
herds now hold state accredited certificates. The cattle 
herd owners in Michigan are in a great degree respon- 
sible for the present regulations and by their cooperation 
for the progress that has been made in control of the in- 
fection. Under the state-federal cooperative plan, the 
figures quoted in your publication are practically correct. 
130,911 herd tests have been conducted since 1934. 
These figures include the initial tests and retests of 
50,549 separate and distinct herds, approximately 25% 
of the 200,000 herds of cattle in Michigan. Cooperative 
testing has been done under the individual herd plan 
and the county wide area plan. Under the individual herd 
plan the tests are conducted upon a request and a signed 
agreement from the herd owner. County area testing 
is established by official order upon specific request from 
the county Board of Supervisors. While under the law 
this is mandatory when operating funds are available, 
discretionary action is provided for in regard to hand- 
ling of reactors. 

Requests for individual herd tests are received daily, 
but owing to conditions over which we have no control 
it has been impossible to render the service as rapidly 
as the requests are received. We now have on file 4 
waiting list of approximately 550 individual herd agree- 
ments and requests from eight county boards for area 
testing in the respective counties. We are inclosing 2 
map which outlines the extent of area testing accomp- 
lished. All herds in each of the forty counties indicated 
have been tested (35,106) and many of these same herds 
had been tested under the individual herd plan prior to 














the area testing. Fourteen counties out of the forty 
have been state and federal certified as modified Bang’s 
disease free areas. In the forty-three remaining counties 
of the state 15,443 herds have been tested one or more 
times. 

The percentage of herd testing in each county is in- 
dicated by the figures appearing on the map. 9,299 of 
these herds have passed three consecutive negative semi- 
annual tests or two annual tests, and 5,380 of these 
herds became eligible for state accreditation. Retests 
of cattle herds in county areas conducted two or three 
years after the initial tests show a very marked reduction 
of the infection. The greater percentage of cattle herd 
owners of Michigan are keenly appreciative of the sig- 
nificance of Bang’s disease, and considering the present 
general attitude we would not feel warranted in attempt- 
ing at the present time to make them believe the state 
money spent had been poured down a rat hole.

DR. COTTON REPORTS ON MINNESOTA 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World; 

In your editorial of February 15th entitled ‘Puzzling 
Figures” you state “perhaps someone closer to the facts 
behind these figures can explain what they mean’. You 
conclude that in the face of the figures of the total 
number of herds of cattle tested in the various states, a 
great deal of the moneys “might just about as effectively 
have been poured down a convenient rat-hole’’. 

You obtained the report of the number of herds re- 
ported in your editorial as tested in Minnesota from the 
monthly report of the Inspector in Charge of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Animal Industry in cooperation with this 
Board. You invite an explanation of these figures from 
“someone closer to the facts’. Your inference or ap- 
parent conclusion that the largest percentage of the herd 
owners discontinued the testing is not justified. The 
66,890 herds reported under supervision of the Federal 
Bureau of Animal Industry and this Board on Novem- 
ber 30th, 1940, were and are retested frequently, thus 
accounting for the reported total herds tested of 208,547. 

The cooperative testing in the State of Minnesota is 
carried on under the individual accredited herd plan and 
the county area plan. At the present time (March 1st) 
there are in the individual herd plan 47,338 herds repre- 
senting 711,070 cattle; county area plan 31,141 herds 
representing 432,989 cattle, or a total of 78,479 herds 
including 1,144,059 cattle. We have on the waiting list 
a total of 9,733 herds repressenting 78,721 cattle. 

The total amount of appropriation made by this state 
since the control of Bang’s disease was initiated in 1929 
to date for the expense and the payment of indemnity 
is $464,000. Indemnity was not paid by the state until 
after May 1st, 1939. On March 15th, 1941, we have 
an estimated balance in this fund of $69,340.09. You 
will thus conclude the state has expended to date a total 
amount of $394,659.91. 

The experience of cattle owners and veterinarians 
has resulted in the agreement of the great majority that 
it should be our endeavor to establish the area basis of 
control of this disease as soon as conditions will permit. 

The results of Bang’s area testing accomplished dur- 
ing the past sixteen months in this state are herewith 
enclosed in the shape of a map* showing the location of 
the counties under test, and other data, pages 1, 2, 3, 
and 4 on Bang’s disease, and pages 5 and 6 on tuberculo- 
sis which are analyzed in the following manner: This 

map shows 9 accredited counties; 10 counties in process 
of accreditation, second complete test under way in 
Clearwater, Koochiching and Lake O’The Woods Coun- 
ties, first reports indicate that all milk become 
accredited; 4 counties circulating petitions (Crow Wing 
and St. Louis petitions completed); 14 counties where 
sentiment is strong for area testing wherein the average 
infection on the first complete test will not exceed 1.7 
cattle infection. 
ee 

*The map, we referred to, cannot be well reproduced in the 
necessary nicer color treatment. It indicates plenty solid senti- 


™ent for the Bang’s program in the northern counties—with 
but two northern counties vet started in area work. 
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The question however arises as to how long this senti- 
ment will be maintained in the face of sustained thumbs 
down to the test-and-slaughter method in low infection 
areas on the part of many breed periodicals like your 
own. 

The data on pages 1 through 6 on the results of Bangs 
testing in comparison with tuberculosis shows a close 
similarity to data in the elimination of Brucellosis. It 
will be noted however that there is a higher percentage of 
retests on Bang’s testing than on the original tuberculo- 
sis test. At the initation of tuberculosis eradication we 
did not invoke the rule of two successive negative tests 
on infected herds. Later, this was done, and it increased 
the number of herds on retest. At the initiation of Bang’ 
testing we set up the policy of two successive negative 
tests on herds disclosing suspects, and three suceessive 
negative tests on infected herds. Our records indicate 
that it required 2.6 tests per animal to accredit Minne- 
sota cattle as free of tuberculosis, and according to the 
accumulated data on Bang’s disease, it will not require 
more than 3.6 tests per animal to accomplish the same 
end.

Twenty-four members of the Ari- 
zona Holstein-Friesian Club met at 
the Adams Hotel, Tuscon, Feb. 14, 
for their annual meeting and election 
of officers.

Dr. W. H. Riddell of the Dairy 
Department of the University of Ari- 
zona discussed briefly the Dairy Field 
Day which has been tentatively set 
for April 10th at the University 
farm. 


30 YEARS OF D.H.IL.A. 

Pennsylvania has recently con- 
cluded its 30th year of dairy herd 
improvement association testing with 
2444 herds and 61,139 cows on test. 
The first association began in Chester 
County in 1910, with 21 herds and 
784 cows on test that year. The 
average production during 1940 was 
345.4 lbs fat, well over the 300-lb 
fat ‘“‘goal’’ set for average produc- 
tion in each local D.H.I.A. Bucks 
County No. 5 was the leading associa- 
tion of the year with an average pro- 
duction of 423.1 lbs fat, 8,982 lbs 
milk, the only association average 
above 400 lbs of fat. 

Nineteen herds had an average 
production, of 500 ‘lbs of fat or 
over, led by the L. A. Zimmerman 
herd, Carbon Co., a record breaking 
657.1-lb fat average. Marion Har- 
per, another’ registered Holstein 








breeder, Bucks County, was second 


with a 566.3-lb fat average. West- 
ern Penitentiary, Centre County, was 
a close third with an average of 
565.6 lbs fat on its large herd of 
registered and grade Holsteins. 
Other Holstein breeders over the 500- 
lb. fat mark for the year were: H. 
K. Benner, Union County, 537.1 lbs 
fat; Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
Adams County, 525.1 lbs fat; Willis 
Hunsberger, Bucks County, 521.0 
lbs; Mard Richard, Schuylkill Coun- 
ty, 520.9 lbs; State Colony, Snyder 
County, 511.2 lbs; Alfred S. Hallock, 
Wyoming, 505.0 lbs; and Boyd E. 
Shirk, Juniata, 500.6 lbs. 


In 100 of the 107 associations 
active during the entire year an 
average of 300 lbs of more of fat 
was achieved, 41 associations aver- 
aging over 350 lbs. In the 30 years 
of testing, average production has 
increased from 234.5 lbs in 1911 
with 516 cows on test, to 345.4 lbs 
with 44,719 cows. 


NEW PENNSYLVANIA CHAMPION 


Belle Crest Admiral Trixy, owned 
by George M. Hunsberger, Plum- 
steadville, Pa., is the new Pennsyl- 
vania champion senior 3-year-old on 
two-time milking, yearly division. 
Her record is 571.6 lbs fat from 
14,300 lbs milk. Another member 
of this herd, Belle Crest Admiral 
Jane, produced 603.1 lbs fat from 
14,613 lbs milk as a Class C junior 
4-year-olad to place second in her 
class in the state in the yearly divi- 
sion. Both were members of the 
herd of the late Willis M. Hunsber- 
ger, much of which was purchased 
by his brother, George M. Huns- 
berger, who continues to operate the 
farm.

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FOURTEEN CALVES IN 10 YEARS 

C. W. Manth, Columbus, Wis., 
writes referring to recent claims of a 
large number of calves dropped by a 
single cow in a short period of time 
and makes a few claims for his 11- 
year-old grade Holstein that he says 
has already had 14 calves within a 
period of ten years.

He was leased for a number of 
years to Harold Shaw of Maine and 
what this bull did to build the Shaw’s 
Ridge herd is now history. Later 
an interest in Ormsby Direct was 
purchased by Ben Decker for Shaw- 
angunk Valley Stock Farm but the 
Bakers later repurchased complete 
ownership and his last years were 
spent at Baker Farm where he was 
given as much service as his advanc- 
ing age would permit. 

He stands today as the only sire 
of the breed with as many as 50 
HIR daughters averaging over 600 
lbs fat on a mature B basis.

Holsteins in New Mexico 


Editor’s Note—As the historical ma- 
terial on New Mexico Holsteins was not 
available for use with the other Western 
States in our previous Western issue, we 
are pleased to be able to present the ma- 
terial at this time. 

The oldest herd of registered Hol- 
steins in New Mexico that has been 
a continuous breeding herd is at the 
College of Agriculture and Mechanic 
Arts. In August 1907 the College 
purchased Piebe Weleome 89260 and 
Moselle Lyons of Riverside 94670, 
cows bred by W. S. Carpenter, 
Menominee, Michigan. At the same 
time Hengerveld Pontiac Pauline 
47233, bred by Frank Murray, West 
Winfield, New York, was secured as 
a Holstein sire. The second sire, Sir 
Korndyke Artis Duke 81856, was 
purchased from the Colorado Agri- 
cultural College in 1911. 

Then next oldest herd in the terri- 
tory of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of New Mexico, a regional 


association including El Paso 
County, Texas, is that of Price’s 
Dairy Farm at Anthony; the farm 


being located on the New Mexico- 
Texas line. The first registered fe- 
male was purchased by Mrs. Price, 
the mother of the Price brothers now 
interested in the farm, in 1909. 


J. C. McCarty, now an active 
breeder near Las Cruces, made his 
first purchase of registered Hol- 
steins about 1925. The Los Poblanos 
Ranch herd owned by Ruth and Al-

bert Simms at Albuquerque, was es- 
tablished 1936. All the foundation 
animals for this herd came from 
Rock River Farms, Byron, Illinois. 
Among others who are building 
registered herds and should be men- 
tioned are Clarke’s Sanitary Dairy, 
Gallup, New Mexico; G. W. Connelly, 
Raton; Glenn C. Wheeler, Roswell, 
and David Vickers, Mesilla Park. 
Holstein herds are maintained by the 
U. S. Indian School at Albuquerque 
and the Wingate Vocational High 
School at Fort Wingate. The Indian 
School herd consisting of 135 ani- 
mals, 79 being milking cows is the 
largest in the Indian service. Thirty- 
five cows and sixteen heifers are reg- 
istered. The school is using three 
line-bred sires from the Wahpeton 
Indian School in North Dakota. The 
Menaul School at Albuquerque is be- 
ginning to rebuild its registered 
herd. 


When Dr. A. D. Crile became 
President of the New Mexico College 
of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts in 
1917, he brought with him his Hol- 
steins from his farm at Roswell, New 
Mexico, and the present college herd 
is descended largely from three of 
his foundation cows. These three 
cows were Arcady Segis Barbara 
187723, Lulu Beechwood Henger- 
veld 206935, and Segis Spofford 
Pontiac 264357, a daughter of King 
Segis Pontiac 44444. 


In 1923 the Mesilla Valley Co- 
operative Bull Association was or- 
ganized, with the help of the College, 
by dairymen owning grade cows 
chiefly and producing milk for the 
El Paso market. The college later 
purchased an interest in this as- 
sociation, and the four bulls, one of 
them especially, had considerable 
influence in building the College 
herd. This particular bull was 
Count Korndyke Pontiac Star 
387461, a full brother of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst. Count sired NMAC 
Tritonia Korndyke 1334027 that 
held the National Class Leader 305 
day record for Junior 2-year-olds, 
Class B, for some ten years with a 





production of 19142 pounds of milk 
and 673.7 pounds of fat. A daughter 
of Tritomia, NMAC Tritomia Nether- 
land 1570706, sired by another of 
the association bulls is now in her 
eighth lactation and has produced 
in the College herd, during her first 
seven lactations 3,905 pounds of fat 
from 103,363 pounds of milk testing 
3.78%. 

The first foundation bull in the 
J. C. McCarty herd, NMAC Jeff Tehee 
Pontiac 418275, was purchased from 
the College. The second bull, Dutch 
Ollie Pontiac Segis 463652, from the 
herd of Norman R. D’Arcy, Parker, 
Colorado, proved to be a great breed- 
ing bull. The sire of Dutch Ollie 
Pontiac Segis was Sir Ollie Home- 
stead Pontiac Segis 254738 and his 
dam was Rachael DeKol Tritomia 
Lass 491932. Rachael was _ later 
owned at the College where she made 
a record 738.9 pounds fat and 
20,982 pounds of milk in Class C and 
become the dam of the former Na- 
tional Class Leader, NMAC Tritomia 
Korndyke. J. C. McCarty, the Col- 
lege, and C. H. Stith of Las Cruces 
now own herd bulls in partnership. 
The bulls at present in use are Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Spink 667466, Man- 
O-War Return Beauty 708521, and 
Idaho Echo Baron 727266. Montvic 
Rag Apple Spink 667466 is a son of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst 346005

of the large farm and herd owned 
by their father, Mr. Lewis R. Martin, 
and they are taking a great interest 
in building up a real herd of pure 
bred cattle. Two months ago they 
took the step which is fundamental 
to the success of any great breeder 
of cattle, that is, they signed up for 
a continuous herd test of their entire 
herd. They have a son of Ormsby 
Direct in service who has given them

are in milk. It is too early to hazard 
a guess as to their production, but 
it is quite interesting to note that 
they carry the same general char- 
acteristics of type and color mark- 
ings as do the daughters of Ormsby 
Direct himself.

Conditions in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia are beginning to assume in- 
flationary proportions due to the 
tremendous defense program. Our 
National Director, Mr. J. Homer 
Remsberg is also a director of Mary- 
land and Virginia Milk Producers’ 
Association which supplies Washing- 
ton and the District of Columbia with 
milk. Last week Mr. Remsberg made 
a plea at our Holstein meetings for 
a greater production of milk. He 
stated that all of the directors of 
the Milk Association had been re- 
quested to urge farmers to stimulate 
production immediately at least 10% 
above the present volume. He stated 
that they did not have enough milk 
to supply the trade and that con- 
sumption is increasing rapidly. The 
market has gone on a price basis 
under which the farmer will be paid 
full base price for an amount equal 
to 120% of his rating for base pro- 
duction. That is to say, if he has a 
rating of 100 gallons per day he will 
receive the full base price for the 
120 gallons. 


Baltimore is also exceedingly short 
of milk and has established a pro- 
gram which will pay the farmers 
base price for 90% of their Fall 
production, which is higher than for 
army years. It is reported that Rich- 
mond, Virginia is desperately short 
of milk and that there has been some 
talk of going on a flat price basis

W. H. Ranch Holsteins Classified

Many people think of the Wyoming 
Hereford Ranch in terms of ‘‘white 
faces”’. However, had they been 
present at the recent classification of 
the milking herd they would have 
had an opportunity to witness the 
splendid job being done by a “black 
and white’ sire—Inka May Com- 
mander. 


Many spectators from Wyoming 
and Colorado were on hand to ob- 
serve the animals as they were classi- 
fied by Professor F. W. Atkeson of 
Kansas State College. Twenty-five 
were scored; six had been classified 
in 1937. The herd totaled an ap- 
proximate average of 82 points per 
animal. Six classified ‘‘good’’, fif- 
teen “good plus”, three ‘‘very good’’, 
and one ‘excellent’’. Inka May 
Commander was classified ‘‘very 
good”’ in 1937. 


Brand’s Inka Katy May 1765796 
was the matron that rated excellent, 
a five-year old daughter of ‘‘Com- 
mander”’ out of a granddaughter of 
Hazelwood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes. 
“Katy” tips the scales at almost one 
ton, and as a senior two-year old has 
aH. I. record of 17011 pounds of 
milk and 568 pounds butterfat in 
class ‘‘C’’. She has a full brother, 
a second cross of “Commander” that 
is being held as a future herd sire. 
“Katy” is the first cow in Wyoming 
to receive the rating of excellent. 

Of the twenty-five animals classi- 
fied, nineteen were ‘“Commander” 
daughters. Three were daughters of 
Potomac Pontiac Ormsby Piebe 
704167 (a grandson of King Piebe) 
that was obtained from Iowa and 
used on a few cows. His daughters 
are now coming into production and 
are quite promising. One of them 
classified “very good’’. 

“Commander” was purchased from 
Carnation Milk Farms in 1929. He 
was sired by Sir Inka May and out

of Heilo Bracelet Matador. With 
this parentage ‘‘Commander” has 
had quite a position to fill. He is 
now eleven years old and is yet 
quite active. His daughters have 
produced from 665 pounds fat in 
class “C’’ to well over 700 in class 
“B”. The last edition of the RED- 
BOOK credits him with twenty 
daughters averaging 18780 pounds 
milk and 618 pounds fat in class 
“B’’. On six dam-daughter compari- 
sons he increased the fat 28 pounds 
over the dams. The second cross 
or “double Commander” heifers are 
now coming into production and 
show great promise. Quite an es- 
tablished factor in his daughters is 
their tremendous size and strong 
fore-rib. Two-year-olds weigh as 
much as 1500 pounds. A two-year 
old daughter, Brand’s Inka Jennie, 
recently completed a record of 16770 
pounds milk and 5985 pounds fat in 
class ‘‘C’’ to take a Wyoming state 
record from her stanchion mate (a 
‘‘Commander’”’ daughter) whose rec- 
ord was 14814 pounds milk and 593 
pounds butterfat. So productive are 
the daughters of this sire that herds- 
man Fred Birkner is almost tempted 
to make ‘“‘nurse cows” of two-year- 
olds that drop below the 500 pound 
fat mark on twice-a-day milking. 
Freddie has been on the W.H.R. 
staff since 1931. 

In 1937 the herd was placed on 
H.I. test. That year twenty-two cows 
averaged 15883 pounds milk and 
517.5 pounds of fat in class “‘B’. In 
1938, in class ‘‘C’’ twenty-two ani- 
mals averaged 13790 pounds milk 
and 451.8 pounds fat. This average 
placed them among the leading herds 
in the country milked twice daily. 
This year in class ‘“‘C’’ with the same 
number of cows as in previous years 
will average about 12,800 pounds 
milk and 435 pounds fat. The aver- 
age age per animal is about five 
years, the oldest daughter of ‘‘Com- 
mander”’ being eight. 

Quite an asset to the herd is the 
fine pasture to which they have ac- 
cess from about the middle of May 
until October. They also have ac- 
cess to plenty of native Wyoming 
hay. Bred heifers are kept in a 
pasture to themselves and are stan- 
chion broke about two months before 
calving time. They are fed a lib- 
eral ration of dried beet pulp— 
ground oats, barley, corn, bran and 
soybean meal—a ration of about 
12.5% digestable protein. The herd 
has been hand-milked for the past 
few years. Strictly grade ‘‘A” milk 
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is produced and sold to the Plains 
Dairy System of Cheyenne. 

Manager Bob Lazear obtained his 
first experience breeding ‘‘black and 
whites” at the Garmesa Ranch near 
Fruita, Colorado. His foundation 
animals were secured largely from 
Minnesota and a few from Washing- 
ton. Playing a tremendous part in 
the foundation of the present herd 
has been the blood line of Matador 
Segis Ormsby. Sir Matador Reka, 
492719, a grandson of ‘“‘Sandy”’ out 
of Reka Segis Matador 718458 (a 
1000 pound Carnation cow) was pur- 
chased from Carnation Milk Farms 
in 1926. He was used quite exten- 
sively until ‘‘Commander”’ took over. 
Almost half the present herd has re- 
sulted in the cross of ‘‘Commander” 
and daughters of Sir Matador Reka. 
The oldest cow in the herd is the 
last of the original ‘“‘Reka’’ daugh- 
ters. Brand’s Matador Belle, (a 
Reka daughter) has played quite a 
stellar role in herd development. Al- 
though not in the herd now she has 
four daughters ‘‘carrying the colors’’. 
Three are daugthers by ‘“Com- 
mander’’. As a three-year-old one 
has a record of 20715 pounds milk 
and 646.5 pounds fat in class ‘‘B’’. 

A young sire bred by C. W. Henry 
of Greeley, Colorado, has been used 
for the past year. He is sired by 
Frasea Colanthus Perfection E 
Henry’s Grauer bull of Colony 
breeding) and out of one of the 
“Valentine’’ family. The dam, one of 
Mr. Henry’s outstanding brood cows, 
has eight records from 600 to 800 
pounds fat 3.8% test and two proven 
sons. 


The Wyoming Hereford Ranch 
proper, lies south and east of Chey- 
enne. This enterprise is one of the 
three oldest Hereford breeding es- 
tablishments in the country. The 
ranch comprises over 60,000 acres 
of land where some 3,000 head of 
registered Hereford cattle range. 
The ranch is surrounded by some 
300 miles of fences. Auction sales 
are held twice yearly to which cattle- 
men from far and wide come to bid 
on foundation stock. Here the far- 
famed Prince Domino spent his last 
days. He was buried in front of the 
W.H.R. office and a monument 
erected in his honor. 

Early this year Mr. H. W. Crowell, 
owner of the ranch since 1916, an- 
nounced that a sum had been set up 
as an endowment to continue the 
breeding program of the ranch for 
twenty-five years after his death. 
This endowment is for the Holstein 
as well as the Hereford program.

The 77 head catalogued 
sold for $15,982.50, to make the 


fine average of $207.57. <A crowd of 
over 500, representing seven states, 
was in attendance, and it was a real 
spirit sale throughout.

King Pietertje Lyons Ormsby was 
bred by A. M. Dunn of Los Angeles, 
being a grandson of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th and Major 
Pietertje Ormsby, the latter a son of 
‘“‘Old Sir Piet” himself.

Our low cost of 15%c per head on Bang’s disease as 
compared to a previous cost of 27c on Tuberculosis in 
the same areas is due to the use of mobile and trailer 
laboratories within the counties, and the fact that we 
bleed cattle every day in week, and only make a return 
visit to the farm to brand and appraise a small minor- 
ity of the herds involved, as compared with Tuberculosis 
wherein we injected three days and read three days. The 
low indemnity in this state, of course, speaks for itself, 
and in no way has it retarded the work. 

The history and progress of tuberculosis and Bang’s 
diseases parallels to date. It was necessary to demon- 
strate to individual owners that tuberculosis could be 
eradicated from herds. This lead to breeders insisting 
on area testing. To date this pattern holds true on 
Bang’s disease and I feel that the past expenditure of 
27c per head in individual herd testing is low and has 
paid dividends not only in encouraging area testing but 
in making thousands of breeders ‘‘Bang’s diseases 
minded” which has prevented an increase of this disease 
during the past six and one-half years in this state. 

In the past twenty-three years the breeder, livestock 
sanitarian and public health offcial accepted the tubercul- 
in test as the best man-made standard for the control 
and elimination of cattle tuberculosis from the nation. 
Therefore, by the same token, until a better method is 
devised, the present standardized agglutination blood 
test must play a similar role in determining the pres- 
ence or absence of brucellosis, regardless of present day 
differences of opinion as to approach or procedure in 
solving this problem. 

This work was not undertaken until there was a 
demand for it by cattle owners. Resolutions favoring 
the area testing were adopted by every important farm 
organization in the state including the Minnesota Farm 
Bureau Federation, the Minnesota Live Stock Breeders 
Association, the three big cooperative organizations, 
namely the Land O’Lake Creameries, Inc., Twin City 
Milk Producers’ Association and the Central Cooperative 
Association, as well as a large number of local cooper- 
atives.

WISCONSIN’S BANG’S PROGRAM 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Our attention has been called to your editorial en- 
titled ‘‘Puzzling Figures’’, figures compiled and circulated 
by the Bureau of Animal Industry. To say the least it 
is critical of the Bureau’s procedure in the dissemination 
of information to those that should be interested, and to 
say the least, we would construe your editorial to be 
rather critical, coming from an organ which holds itself 
up be the harbinger of advanced confidential information 
—it would appear that an inquiry instituted to the 
Bureau prior to publication, would have obviated the 
necessity of such a critical editorial. We are holding 
no brief for the Bureau’s methods of reporting or dis- 
seminating their information, however, these reports 
convey to us valuable information for comparative pur- 
poses and enables us to measure the status quo of the 
several states in the eradication program. However, we 
appreciate that it is a composite report covering states in 
which there isn’t a uniform method of control. 

As far as Wisconsin is concerned, we have a pro- 
gram, with which we have made progress. An analysis 
of the figures which you have taken occasion to criticize, 
properly interpreted, would so indcate. We have 187,000 
farms in the State of Wisconsin, and this report indicates 
that original herd tests have been made on 74,000 herds 
containing 1,275,363 cattle, and they are still under 
supervision. The captions heading each classification 
are plain, and indicate the volume of work which has 
been performed during the 77 months’ period. It shows 
that in Wisconsin there have been made 249,355 herd 
tests covering 4,804,433 cattle, obviously, more than our 
cattle population. But a control plan, to be successful, 
naturally presupposes that the infected herds will re- 
ceive attention (retests). During the first year of this 
program, the demands for the work were so great that 
we could not maintain our regular schedule for making 
retests, but we have been doing it, following the first 
year, and this indicates that we have given service in the 
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way of retests, to the people enrolled under the program. 

The material under the other captions needs no other 
explanation, as it can be readily understood—they are 
simply a break-down in their respective classes from 
the total number tested during this period. The monthly 
report that the Bureau sends out for the same period 
indicates that during the month of November in Wiscon- 
sin we tested 3,335 herds containing 66,224 cattle, and 
we find in Pennsylvania they tested 43,411 cattle and in 
Minnesota, 50,975—to the initiated, this all means 
something for comparative purposes. We are proud of 
the results effected through our control work in Wiscon- 
sin up to date, and now that we have decided to judi- 
ciously employ calfhood vaccination in herds, wherein it 
is indicated, we hope to be able to maintain our stand- 
ards. 

I am rather surprised at your comparative generali- 
zation, “pouring water down a convenient rat-hole’’— 
we do not feel that it applies, therefore, no defense. It 
would appear that the hypercritical attitude of the edi- 
torial staff of the Holstein World, must cause uneasiness 
in the minds of Wisconsin herd-owners, who take ser- 
iously its pronouncements. It has fallen within our 
province to assure and re-assure many of your readers 
that our program is safe, sane and constructive.

FEEBLE—MISGUIDED—BIASED 


In your February 15th issue of the World, page 152 
(12) occurs your editorial entitled “‘Puzzling Figures” 
in which you make reference to the report of the United 
States Department of Agriculture dealing with progress 
in the blood testing of herds for the elimination of 
Bang’s Disease. 


It would seem to me that, in perusing vour paper, 
I sense the desire of yourself and your staff to distort 
any factual information regarding the testing and eradi- 
cation program which has proven of real value in ridding 
herds of Bang’s Disease. 


I dare say you and your co-workers are among those 
who have been so insistent upon receiving a report from 
the Federal Government regarding calfhood vaccination. 
Whether this be the case or not, certainly before break- 
ing out in an editorial such as ‘‘Puzzling Figures’’, one 
sincerely interested in presenting factual information 
would, if possessed of ordinary intelligence and a spirit 
of fair play, have addressed themselves to the author 
of the report containing puzzling figures for an explana- 
tion of them. 


It is hardly likely that one in your position needs me, 
or any one else, to suggest that clarification be sought at 
the source, which leaves as a possible explanation of 
your editorial, the desire upon the part of those respon- 
sible for it to endeavor to mislead your readers. For my 
part, in explanation of the statements contained in the 
Government report regarding the test program in New 
Jersey, be assured that we do have at least 413 herds now 
under supervision for the test control and eradication of 
Bang’s Disease and that this number of herds repre- 
sents the greatest number under test at any time. The 
Government report lists the total number of complete 
herd tests conducted during the past year. The figure, 
5,371 herd tests, simply means that the 413 herds that 
are currently under supervision were submitted to semi- 
annual retests if they were accredited Bang free herds, 
or were retested at more frequent intervals if in the 
process of accreditation. 


It is true that some of our accredited herds are no 
longer under supervision, largely due to the fact that, 
for one reason or another, the herds have been sold off. 
Death of owners has had some part in the decrease, 
some few others have experienced breaks which caused 
them to withdraw, although I am frank to state that, 
in what manner withdrawal for this reason benefited 
them, is a mystery to me. The majority of herds it 
which breaks occurred are still under supervision and 
many are now reaccredited. 


While I am mailing this letter to you, comment o2 
Dr. George H. Conn’s article entitled “Let’s have @ 
Practical Program for Bang’s Disease Control’? may be

In a recent issue of the World, you professed to be 
greatly confused by the figures given out relating to the 
number of herds tested for Bang’s, and the number of 
herds under supervision. How come? The issue of 
Bang’s disease is confused enough without making it 
worse. Surely you realize that every ‘herd test’ for 
Bang’s is counted as a separate herd in the “herds 
tested.’”” For example, my herd has been tested seven 
times, anid is counted as seven “herds tested”: but as 
only one herd under supervision. Don’t you think an 
explanation of that editorial is called for? 

This Bang’s question is another thing that needs to 
be treated from the standpoint of the many small breed- 
ers instead of the few big fellows. If their programs 
of management were as practical as the small breeders’ I 
believe they would have much less trouble. We do not 
keep crippled cows, barren cows, or high records cows 
in our herds for sentimental reasons, or just to get an- 
other calf. They have to be good enough to pay their 
way. Mastitis cows don’t stay long either. Our dairy 
inspectors see to that. 

I can, of course, see your point of view, and realize 
the value of supporting the breeders who buys space in 
the World. But, if he can’s sell to those of us who don’t 
buy space, he can’t buy space either.

THE RELATION OF VITAMIN C TO CERTAIN 

BREEDING TROUBLES 

During the past few months, several reports have ap- 

peared of work done at the University of Wisconsin by 

Dr. P. H. Phillips and associates on Vitamin C (ascorbic 

acid) treatment of sterile bulls and cows. Dr. Phillips 

has been a personal friend of mine for several years. 

He has a practical livestock background which makes 

his experimental studies of particular interest and value. 

In these studies, it was found that many bulls whose 
sperms had a short period of livability when the semen 
was stored, also had a subnormal level of vitamin C in 
their blood. A number of “sterile” bulls, apparently 
normal in every other respect and free of disease, 
were injected with vitamin C. Roughly 60 per cent of 
them again produced normal sperms and had a good 
breeding record following the injection. 

The method of treatment consists of injecting sub- 
cutaneously one gram of ascorbic acid per one hundred 
pounds of body weight at intervals of three or four days 
for a period of five weeks. The ascorbic acid is dis- 
solved in sterilized (boiled for ten minutes) buffer solu- 
tion at the rate of one gram per five cc’s. <A physiologi- 
cal saline solution (.9% salt solution) can be used in 
place of the buffer solution. The ascorbic acid is des- 
troyed by light, heat, or alkalis. Feeding the vitamin 
C is ineffective probably because of the alkaline reaction 
in the rumen. 

As indicated by the recovery of 60 per cent of the 
bulls treated, this treatment proved quite effective. It 
cannot, however, be expected to correct trouble due to 


Sag or other specific causes other than a lack of vita- 
min C. 
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Following the work with bulls, Dr. Phillips now has 
in progress a comparable study with ‘“‘hard to settle’ 
cows. He states that cows on which he has been securing 
favorable results are those having regular heat periods 
or those which apparently settle on service and then 
skip the next heat period or two only to come in heat 
again. With disease free cows of this type, vitamin C 
injections have been effective in a little over 60 per cent 
of the cases. He has not yet standardized his method 
of treatment. Favorable results have been secured 
when injections were made before breeding and also 
when made on the day of breeding with repeated in- 
jections following. Injections at four day intervals 
similar to those recommended for bulls for twelve days 
before breeding and twelve days after breeding would 
be in line with methods from which Dr. Phillips has been 
securing good results. 

Cystic ovaries were not helped by vitamin C injec- 
tions.

A SIMPLE TREATMENT FOR “PINK-EYE” 

In the Salt River Valley we have considerable trouble 
with the disease commonly called pink-eye in cattle. 
Apparently the disease is carried by some of the large 
numbers of feeding cattle brought in from the ranges. 

In the past we have used a number of remedies, 
some of them were troublesome to apply and none of 
them ever proved to be very effective. Vaccination was 
tried but did little good. A few years ago we were 
told of the use of condensed milk as a cure for pink-eye 
in cattle and also for certain diseases of the eye, such 
as moon-blindness in horses. Have never tried it on 
horses, but for cattle it is far superior to any remedy 
that we are familiar with. It is cheap, quick to use and 
can be purchased at the nearest grocery store. 

Use any standard brand of unsweetened, condensed 





milk, injecting from 10 cc. to 20cc. about an inch deep 


into the muscle of each shoulder. Of course the syringe 
and needle must be sterile and the place of injection 
cleaned and disinfected. The amount to be used to be 
determined by size of animal. Treatment should be 
made as soon as the first indication of the disease is 
seen. Where the eye was in bad shap when discovered, 
we have made a second injection two days later. 

In more than three years use we have not had any 
failures. The old methods always left a large number 
with cloudy eyes, some practically blind, and many re- 
quired weeks to recover.

standing more than his share of that cost as the milk for 
relief purposes is blended with the other classes of milk 
and thus reducing the price considerably. 

In the first paragraph of your article, Mr. Young 
states his opinion as to what he believes to be the remedy 
for milk marketing chaos. I agree with him with one 
big exception and that is, we do not have an adequate 
police force to see that the surplus milk in the farmers 
control goes into the proper channel. Here in the 
Chicago area it has been tried and large amounts of 
surplus milk finds its way into the market at slightly 
less than the fluid price and then competes with the milk 
of other farmers who are making an attempt to play 
the game square. 

This summer and fall, I believe that the corn belt 
states will have an opportunity to see the operation of 
the corn marketing quotas with the subsequent policing 
of the corn over and above ones quota. If this system 
works then I believe that Mr. Young’s plan of milk 
marketing would work with the same general plan that 
will be set up to make the corn quota plan work. 

- It is very simple and easy to voice ones opinions on 
what should be done to increase the income of dairy 
farmers but to make the plan work 90% “‘is a horse of 
another color’’. 

I have called attention to your interview to a number 
of people who have had long experience in milk market- 
ing without exception are of the opinion that Mr. Young 
is all ‘wet’.

SELECTIVE REGISTRATION PLAN 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


The following plan of selective registration was put 
forth by the writer and printed in Hoard’s Dairyman sev- 
eral years ago, As I am not in a position to know if 
you have already had similar contributions, I am pass- 
ing it on to you. 


This plan evolves out of the belief that our cattle 
are not genetically homongeneous for high or low produc- 
tion, but that a lot of the good is still mixed up with 
the bad. To condemn a cow and all her descendants be- 
cause of her low production is rather arbitrary and the 
good factors in her are lost and never perpetuated. 

(a) Continue testing as at present and records 
made above the average for the age and class are ‘“‘se- 
lect.”’ 

(b) To start, proving one generation is all that is 
necessary to attain the title ‘“‘select’”’ and as the breed de- 
velops two, three, then four, etc. generations must be 
proved. In other words, those who fail to become ‘‘select’’ 
today, will find it progressively harder to become “‘select’’ 
on the tomorrows. Not only will they have to make 
bigger records but they must prove more generations. 
Thus the cows who are not tested now or those who fail, 
still have a chance to contribute whatever good qualities 
they have in the future. Any cow, regardless of the 
number of select generations behind her, who herself 
fails to meet the requirements for select must start at the 
very bottom, lose her standing, and her descendants 
must lose the title ‘‘select’”’ until they have proved them- 
selves the required number of generations. 


(c) As time goes on, certain cows will be found 
never to be tested and certain families will have shown 
themselves incapable of high production. These animals 
ean then be dropped from the breed completely. 

Thus you have three levers of selecting, (1) individ- 
ual production (2) in the near future generations to 
prove (3) in the further future elimination from breed. 
This system is flexible, and though perhaps not from the 
immediate point of view but from the long run view- 
point, a flexible system is bound to benefit the breed the 
most. 

I personally can see no reason for selective registra- 
tion. While we would like to see a lot more cattle tested, 
I think our best cattle are tested, and the men who are 
intelligent enough to take good care of cattle select good 
sires and raise calves from their best cows. This is 
selective, this is democratic, and remember, the present 
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fault is not our system of registering, but men who fail 
to test. If these men can’t test because of economic 
reasons, selective registrations won’t mean anything to 
them, and if they don’t because they won’t test they are 
hurting themselves far more than the breed.

Production of milk, at least in the New York Shed 
is so well controlled and adjusted seasonally by the 
producers today as not to require any further attempts 
by agencies or governments, to control the number of 
cows a dairyman is to keep, when he is to breed them, 
how much grain he is to feed them and how much 
roughage and pasture he shall produce, which depends 
on precipitation anyway. 


Marketing costs would increase 

Rather than bring more money to the producers, at- 
tempted control of production would create for them 
an additional administrative charge which eventually 
would be taken from their price like many such expenses 
they now pay. The added expense of a regiment of 
clerks to check on the production of each producer 
would not accomplish any degree of economic stability 
in the industry, but would increase the marketing costs. 
Whether that sort of imposed jurisdiction over the efforts 
of our milk producers would be justified from the stand- 
point of the public interest is also questionable. 


Challenge to the study of marketing 
The tediously incessant job of producers and their 
organizations is to try to sell the milk used for fluid 
milk and cream at a delivered price enough above its 
cost of production so that the blended price for all milk 
will result in its cost of production. The highest prices 
they have ever succeeded in obtaining for milk relative 
to its butter value have been far below the prices 
consumers have paid for it as fluid milk and cream 
relative to what they have paid for butter. There seems 
to me to be no justification in the fact that after high 
wages and all costs are paid, milk handlers make a 
good return on the capital employed while producers 
must go along getting insignificant return for the use 

of capital as the results show year after year. 


Marketing practice has been way ahead of marketing 
research in the milk business. Research always lags 
behind the farmers’ activity; but, in the field of milk 
marketing, the lag runs in decades or quarter centuries 
rather than in the shorter spaces of years. Milk Con- 
ference Boards, Bargaining Associations, Producers’ Co- 
operative Associations, State Milk Control Boards, 
Federal and State Milk Marketing Agreements have all 
been part of past procedure to sell the producers milk. 
Most of these have predated any research and many have 
sprung up like mushrooms in the pasture. Because 
no previous experience in their operation had prevailed 
or no study had been given the situation before their 
establishment, some of them have almost as quickly 
gone. A comprehensive study of all of these with the 
object of ascertaining how the methods used in the 
marketing of milk may be made more economical, and 


the procedure of price determination more orderly, is 
certainly one of the jobs of the researcher in milk 
marketing that is not receiving the attention needed. 


Research in the broader aspects of the establishment, 
development and amalgamation of producers’ milk mar- 
keting organizations unfortunately has not gone along 
as completely as the study of statistics of cow numbers, 
city milk receipts, reflections on prices of the past, and 
incipient thought and plans for the curtailment of pro- 
duction. All of this has its use in the field of dairy 
farm management and in the field of marketing too. 
But a broader type of research concerning the efficiency 
and methods of producers organizations for handling and 
disposing of the supply of milk and its products might 
prove to be a profitable substitute for the growing pail 
that the way to do the “‘job”’ is to try to stop part of the 
production. Only the fullest cooperation of all milk 
handlers would make such a needed study possible.

brother to his famous Sunshine cow. 
The daughters of the Montana bull 
are now in production and are giv- 
jing a splendid account of themselves. 
This young bull is being used in the 
Pasha herd near Bozeman. To level 
rumps and pin bones on the daugh- 
ters of this bull. Mr. Tretsven went 
back to Southern Idaho for another 
herd sire. From three breeders near 
Gooding he secured a_ son of 
Tenckinck’s Pete bull and out of the 
Geranium cow. This bull, with type 
which would allow him to step into 
fast company, has a number of milk- 
ing daughters in these three herds 
in Gooding. The cow tester in that 
area states they are producing in a 
very satisfactory manner and have 
udders which are very commendable. 

Over in the State of Colorado, 
where probably more 500-pound fat 
herds have been produced in ratio to 
the number of dairy cows than any 
other section of the United States, 
a number of very fine herd sires 
have produced daughters. One of 
these is the Valentine bull bred and 
used for a number of years by C. W. 
Henry of Greeley. This outstanding 
son of Henry’s old Valentine cow 
has a number of daughters in the 
Greeley herd with records ranging 
from 600 to 730 pounds of butter- 
fat. He is being used temporarily 
by Albert Jagels of Buhl, Idaho. 


Another Henry herd sire, which 
was used for three years in Wyom- 
ing and has now been brought back 
to the Henry herd for further use, 
is the son of Henry’s great brood 
cow known as “‘Ella’’ and sired by 
“Pikes Peak Sir Changeling Kyte.” 
This bull has some very desirable 
daughters in the State of Wyoming. 


One of the herds which has made 
as much progress as most any farm- 
er herd in the West is Herman Zupke 
of Greeley. Climbing during the last 
ten years from an average below— 
300 pounds of butterfat up to a 400- 
pounds fat level—Zupke has_  de- 
veloped two good herd sires. The 
older of these was a son of Kyte and 
out of Carl Henry’s old Betty cow— 
also the dam of a W.H.R. and Rocky 
Hill herd sires. The daughters of 
the Zupke bull have _ consistently 
ranged around the 400-pound fat 
mark with a number going up into 
the 500-pound level on twice-a-day 
milking. This bull has recently 
been purchased by one of the Kansas 
State Institutions. 

The other herd sire which Mr. 
Zupke is using, and which now has 
Produced daughters in both his herd 
and the Colorado State College herd, 
is a son of George Sinton’s Ascalon 
cow and sired by a Henry bull that 
is in service in the Sinton establish- 
ment. 

One of the good dairy herds in the 
southern part of Colorado is that cf 
Joe Gersick at Pueblo. Mr. Ger- 
sick’s production average has ranged 
around 450 pounds of fat for sev- 
eral years. One of the herd sires 
Which he used was a bull bred by 
the Myron Stratton Home and 
though his daughters are a bit on 
the small order they have the power 
to give a splendid record of per- 
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formance at the pail. This bull is 
also being used by one of the Kansas 
institutions. 

Following this fellow, Joe selected 
a bull from the Sinton herd carrying 
the blood of Pikes Peak Sir Change- 
ling Kyte and his maternal brother 
known as the ‘‘Mat” bull. This sire 
has first and second calf milking 
daughters and they, too, are hold- 
ing up the level of production which 
Mr. Gersick has maintained for a 
long time. 

A herd which has averaged around 
430 pounds of butterfat for the past 
twenty years is the Myron Stratton 
Home at Colorado Springs. Their 
senior herd sire is a son of Carna- 
tion Peerless out of a daughter of 
Mat. Segis Ormsby. This bull 
now has several daughters milking. 
The first two give promise of 500 
pounds fat. The others have milked 
only a short time but are producing 
upwards of 50 pounds of butterfat 
each month. 


Another son of Peerless is being 
used by Lloyd Winger of Trinidad. 
The Winger herd has made splendid 
progress during the past three years, 
and this year on twice-a-day milk- 
ing, under rather ordinary care, bids 
well to reach an average of 400 
pounds of butterfat. The daughters 
of his Peerless bull are helping out 
a great deal in this achievement. 

One of the outstanding bulls which 
was used in Nevada was Sir Sensa- 
tion Ormsby Heilo. He was used 
during the latter part of his life by 
Oats Brothers and A. J. Reid of 
Fallon. This herd, which has a 
granddaughter of Sir Pietertje 
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Ormsby Mercedes, mated this great 
matron with the above bull. The 
son which resulted is now the chief 
herd sire. His grade daughters in 
the herd where he spent the first 
two years of his life are marvelous 
dairy animals, and, unquestionably, 
Sir Sensation Ormsby Heilo Thir- 
teenth is slated to be one of Nevada’s 
most noted bulls. 

The University of Idaho recently 
reached into the State of Minnesota 
for their present herd sire. This 
fellow is a son of Matador Segis 
Ormsby, and out of Carnation Inka 
Bonnell—a full sister to the herd 
sire used at the Idaho State Indus- 
trial school, and until his recent 
death by Wesley Jones of Aberdeen, 
Idaho. The University sire has nine 
daughter-dam comparisons, and has 
upped the daughters from 456- 
pound fat dams, Class C, 305-day 
maturity, to 484 pounds. 


Across the line from the Univer- 
sity, Washington State College has 
a son of Sir Romeo Mildred Colan- 
tha 6th—out of a daughter of Hazel- 
wood Heilo Sir Bessie. This ten- 
year-old sire has a number of daugh- 
ters in a Canadian herd, which, has 
records on them—1Ist calves, above a 
400-pound average for the lot. 

A few years ago—about three in 
fact, the Lindow herd, about ten 
miles west of Portland, Oregon, went 
through, like almost every herd, an 
outbreak of Bang’s disease. It took 
about a year or a little more to 
clean it up, and when they did— 
about all that was left of the splendid 
herd was eight milking cows and a

“Hark’—A Sire of Great Influence 


King Bessie Colantha Hark 570501 
died last fall at the Village View 
Dairy Farm of Wm. H. Tamm, 
Franksville, Wis., just ten days be- 
fore he was twelve years old. Death 
was due to his swallowing a foreign 
body and as indicated by the ac- 
companying picture, taken only a 
few weeks before his death, he should 
otherwise have been good for many 
years more of service. 

He was one of the first born sons 
of King Bessie at Elmwood Farms, 
his dam being Colantha Hark Dela- 
phene, Reserve All-American Aged 
Cow 1927. In his early show ring 
career he was ‘hhandicapped by having 
to compete in class against his 
brother, the four times All-American, 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, but 
“Hark” was always highly regarded 
by those who knew him best, so 
much so that when Bill Lynn left 
Elmwood to take the management 
of a new herd in the building, he 
selected a son of ‘‘Hark’’ in prefer- 
ence to any of the sons of King Bes- 
sie then available. 


As a yearling, King Bessie Colan- 
tha Hark was purchased by Oliver 
Douglas of Brodhead and George 
Schumacher of Janesville, and served 
for several years in these two good 
Wisconsin herds. Later he returned 
for a period of service at Elmwood 
and then went back to the Douglas 
and Schumacher herds. When he 
was six years old he was purchased 
by two other Wisconsin breeders, 
Mr. Tamm and Harry T. Ruff, Mr. 
Tamm a bit later purchasing the 
Ruff interest and maintaining sole 
ownership from that time until the 
death of the bull last fall. 


When the Douglas and Schumacher 
herds were classified, King Bessie 
Colantha Hark was classified Very 
Good and eventually won a Gold 
Medal rating. His Class B index in 
Herd Test on 18 pairs is given as 
16,300 lbs milk, 3.7%, 603 lbs fat 
and his 33 HIR daughters on a ma- 
ture B basis average 15,150 lbs milk, 
3.66%, 554 lbs fat. 

During his period of service at 
Elmwood he sired Hark Colantha 
Ormsby Gowanda, Reserve  All- 


American four-year-old 1935, with a 
good string of AR records up to 
908.4 lbs fat with 3.8% test as a 
Class B senior four-year-o'd. In the 
Schumacher herd he sired Handy 
Brook Elsie Hark, later purchased 
by Ravenglen Farms, Antioch II1., 
who brought her out in 1939 as grand 
champion at Waterloo. Mr. Ravens- 
croft also purchased two of his Doug- 
las-bred daughters for $1,500 in one 
of the Blue Ribbon Sales and these 
as well as the twelve Hark daughters 


he purchased from Mr. Tamm are 
reported as making nice’ records 
there. Two other Douglas-bred 


daughters were purchased by Dun- 
loggin, one of them proving to be a 
blue ribbon winner in state fair com- 
petition. 


Mr. Tamm is still using a son of 
King Bessie Colantha Hark, Oliver 
Douglas is using his sons and grand- 
sons and George Schumacher a 
grandson, out of a Hark daughter. 
Other Wisconsin breeders building 
on Hark blood include Brach Bros. 
of Union Grove and the Racine 
School of Agriculture at Rochester, 
who each own Hark sons which they 
are exchanging back and forth. Reu- 
ben Klofanda of Racine has a full 
brother to Mr. Tamm’s Hark son and 
Robert Joliffe of Troy Center has 
a full brother to the Beach Bros. 
Hark bull. Lauritz Laurson 
of Union Grove and Art Kit- 
tinger of Caledonia own a pair of 
full brothers sired by ‘‘Hark’”’ and 
Charles Will of Sussex has a son and 
a grandson of ‘‘Hark’’. Henry Ruff, 
Ray Kamper and H. P. Olson of 
Franksville are using their second 
son of ‘‘Hark’”’. J. W. Powers and 
J. D. Jones, Jr. of Racine formerly 
used the Hark son that Mr. Tamm is 
now using and have recently pur- 
chased a Hark grandson to mate 
with their good producing daughters 
of the Hark son. Harold C. Han- 
son of Rice Lake is using a richly 
bred Hark grandson in his herd 
which includes a Hark daughter and 
a good record young cow bred to 
old ‘‘Hark’’ himself that he _ pur- 
chased from Mr. Tamm. 

The above gives some idea of the 
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wide spread influence of this great 
sire, with all these herds, and others 
not mentioned, building on his blood 
and many of them sending out gen- 
erations more of younger Hark-bred 
bulls to improve still other herds. 
His death is a loss to the breed but 
it is fortunate that he postponed his 
“hardware diet’’ until he was almost 
twelve years old to give him an op- 
portunity to become one of the great 
sires of his generation.

fine group of yearling heifers and 
calves. Today, the herd is back in 
full swing again—and from both 
the standpoint of type and produc- 
tion is the best that it has ever been. 
This herd, which on twice a day 
milking, averaged fifty pounds of 
fat in March, is composed largely 
of daughters of Lone Fir Masterpiece. 
This bull, about eight years of age, 
is still very active. Like most of 
the descendants of Carnation Mata- 
dor Masterpiece—the offspring of 
Lone Fir Masterpiece are not sensa- 
tional with their first freshening— 
but are quite persistent. In the 
second lactation they start into their 
own—and the few that are in with 
third calves are really hitting the 
“high road.’ 

Lone Fir Masterpiece is a son of 
S. B. Bell’s senior herd sire (still 
talive) Carnation Masterpiece Tri- 
tomia—and the dam is a Lindow 
brood cow, commonly known as 
“Star.”’ She is a 700 pound class 
B producer, and is likewise the dam 
of the great old sire that recently 
went to Skagit county Washington— 
Lone Fir Sir Johanna Tony. She 
also has a splendid daughter in the 
Lindow establishment. 


In Colorado—little has been writ- 
ten about the Colorado State Hospi- 
tal at Pueblo, however, here is a 
herd with a future—especially with 
the good work that Art Wagers— 
the herdsman is doing. They have 
over ninety milking daughters of 
a Woodman bull—splendid cows— 
another Woodman bull—has about 
twenty five milking daughters. The 
bull that is really beginning to ring 
the bell for them—giving good ud- 
ders, a lot of refinement and some 
stylish cows is the six year old sire 
secured from N. W. Cranson of La 
Munta. This bull now tas ten 
daughters completed with first lacta- 
tion, and the ten, milked twice daily, 
in ten months, have an average above 
400 pounds of fat. He is a son of 





Cranson’s Sir Inka May sire, and 
the dam is a 600 pound, class C, 
CTA, daughter of his ‘Excellent, 
Valentine cow.

“DOWN ON THE FARM IN 
BROOKLYN” 

This is the title of a special feature 
article about Brooklyn’s only dairy- 
man which appeared in a recent issue 
of the New York Times, clipped and 
sent to us by Mrs. Clarence Willcox, 
North Norwich, N. Y. Rocco D’Ale- 
ssie is the only man in Brooklyn with 
a dairy farm—except that it isn’t a 
farm any more. He has 13 cows liv- 
ing contentedly in a shed between a 
used car lot, a vacant rubble covered 
field, and a forest of lumber yards. 
In the short distance factory stacks 
belch smoke, and all around are the 
evidence of urban industry. 


“A cow,” Rocco says, “is just like 
a factory. If you stoke her she gives 
milk. What does she care about 


green fields, and pastures, and pure 
country air? All she wants is good 
food, clean living conditions, and 
then she likes to produce.” 

Rocco does not breed hig animals, 
since he has no room for a herd 
sire, or calves or heifers. When a 
cow goes dry he simply sends her to 
the butcher and buys a fresh one to 
take her place. An independent milk 
distributor across the street picks up 
his 200 quarts a day. Right now he 
is particularly proud of his best pro- 
ducer, a big Holstein who, thotigh 
nameless, is putting out about 75 
pounds of milk a day. 

About 30 years ago when all that 
section of Brooklyn was pasture land, 


Rocco’s father bought a herd and 
went into the dairy business. Rocco 
says he grew up with cows and 
would feel lost without them. In 


his spare time he sells used automo- 
biles. 





MILBRATH HAS HIGH HERD 

R. G. Milbrath, Lakefield, Minn. 
topped the Jaqgkson-Cottonwood- 
Nobles D. H. I. A. for the test year 
just closed with his Holstein herd 
that averaged 480.6 lbs fat and 
15,498 lbs milk.

ferred Sire’ is given the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America to 
any registered Holstein sire that 
“demonstrates through his daughters 
a very striking prepotency for the 
improvement of the breed.” The 
decision is made by one of the seven 
official inspectors for the national As- 
sociation, and only after personally 
inspecting and classifying the daugh- 
ters of the sire, together with their 
dams in so far as possible. 
Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad now 
has 17 classified daughters, rated as 


follows: 5 “Very Good,” 9 “Good 
Plus” and 38 “Good.” There were 
none in the ‘‘Fair” or ‘‘Poor’’ classi- 


fications. 

The Holstein herd at the Utah In- 
dustrial School includes an average 
of about 20 cows in milk. It has 
been tested in HIR for the past five 
years on a twice-a-day schedule with 
averages of 360.7, 409.1, 389.4, 398.0 
and 387.9 lbs fat. Much of the type 
and production in this herd comes 
from the noted proven sire, Wiscon- 
sin Pinky, the sire of many of the 
dams of the Admiral Burke Lad 
daughters. 





THE DAIRY SITUATION 


The number of milk cows on farms 
increased by 520,000 head in 1940. 
the largest since 1935. There were 
also marked increases in the number 
of heifers and heifer calves being 
saved for milk cows. The large 
number of young stock indicates fur- 
ther increases in cow numbers in the 
next 2 years, unless drought and feed 
shortages cause liquidation. The 
long-time outlook is for further in- 
creases in dairy production as long 
as feed supplies are ample. 

On February 1, 1941 milk produc- 
tion was about 8 per cent higher than 
a year earlier and a new high for that 
date. 

Following the sharp decline in but- 
ter prices in late December and early 
January, the Surplus Marketing Ad- 
ministration purchased butter, and 
prices have changed relatively little 
since. The season trend in prices of 
dairy products is downward during 
the late winter and early spring, and 
some further decline in prices is in 
prospect before the peak in produc- 
tion occurs. Consumer demand for 
dairy products is much better than 
a year ago and will largely offset the 
effect of larger production on prices. 

In volume of output 1940 was a 
record year for the dairy industry. 
Milk, creamery butter, cheese, evap- 
orated milk and dried whole milk 
were all produced in larger volume 
than in any preceding year. With the 
improvement in demand from 1939 
to 1940 prices of dairy products rose, 
but total consumption of dairy prod- 
ucts in 1940 was about the same as 
in 1939. 

U. S. Bureau of Agr. Economics. 
February 19, 1941. 
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Urea, a simple nitrogen compound 
has given as good results as linseed 
oil meal when used on the dairy 
herd at the University of Wisconsin, 
to supplement a low-protein dairy 
ration. The urea is converted to 
protein by bacteria in the rumen, 
or first stomach. Workers at the 
university believe it will take at 
least two more years of study to get 
thoroughly reliable information on 
the value of urea in the rations of 
milk cows. They report that at 
present, after one year of investiga- 
tion, it looks very promising.

As a 
senior 4-yr.-old she made 754.2 lb. fat ave- 
raging 3.8% fat. Mistress Queen is a daugh- 
ter of Dunloggin Woodmaster from that 
same old mother, Glencliff M B B Queen 
(as above). She has just calved with a 
splendid bull calf sired by Dunloggin Con- 
fident. This calf by Name LAUXMASTER 
goes to Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, 
Penna. 

Beside Dunloggin Mistress Queen is 
Dunloggin Confident Queen (a full sister to 
Lauxmaster) born 9-10-39 and sired by 
Dunloggin Confident. We look upon this 
heifer as one of the choicest things here

She is sired by Admiral Orms- 
by Fobes Again and her dam is Glencliff 
M B B Queen with 800 Ib. fat and she by 
old Marathon Bess Burke. Dunloggin Adeen 
is now in calf to Dunloggin Woodmaster 
and the resulting calf if a male goes to Mr. 
W. 5S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minn. 

With her is her daughter, Dunloggin 
Lieen that as a 4-vr.-old will finish her 305 
day record with approximately 700 Ib. fat 
averaging 3.6% fat. Dunloggin Lieen is 
sired by Dunloggin Hair Lines, first prize 
junior calf at the Canadian Royal, he from 
a daughter of Pietertje Colantha Mooie (the 
dam of Dunloggin Follow On). Dunloggin 
Lieen is now in calf to Dunloggin Confident 
and the resulting calf if a male is now 
optioned to Milton Satterthwaite of Wood- 
side, Penna.

If one were to stand Dunloggin Adeen 
besides her maternal sister Dunloggin Mis- 
tress Queen, they would make quite an out- 
standing produce of dam and in addition to 
these two we still have a third daughter of 
Glencliff M B B Queen by name, Dunloggin 
Princess Marathon that won the senior 
heifer calf class at Eastern States and is 
now just fresh with a heifer calf by Fond 
Memory. 

So, they are building for us quite a fam- 
ily and a very good one too.
